490,000 was squandered and graft-, 


ed from the taxpayers. 

Crowe handled $1,000,000 through 
four different bank accounts which 
he carried. Most of this money 
was deposited in large 


Donald Joyce, son-in-law of 
Crowe and former superintendent 
of motor equipment, made more 
than $500,000 deposits in one bank 
account in two years. He is not 
under indictment, but is expected 
to be called as a State witness. He 
is now a deputy bailiff of the Mu- 
nicipal Court. 

Martin Edelstein, who was in 
charge of the real estate depart- 
ment of the district during the 
Crowe regime, deposited more than. 
$1,000,000 in his bank account. He 
is one of the nine defendants in the 
case.

Tsitsihar, Consul Shi- 
mizu and Maj. Hayashi, and the 


Manchurian General. It was 
agreed upon after the Japanese 
had presented five conditions, 


which Gen. Shigeru Honjo, Jap- 
anese commander in Manchuria, 
said the Chinese would have to 
fulfill before Japanese troops 
would be withdrawn from the 
Nonni River area. 

Lieut.-Col. James G. Mcllroy, 
United States military attache here, 
has been authorized to accompany 
the military attaches of Great Brit- 
ain, France and Russia on an ob- 
servation tour of Manchuria. He 
will leave with the other members 
of the party Nov. 19. They have 
been invited by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to remain in Manchuria 
as long as they think necessary. Alb 
the officers who will make the in- 
spection are now attending’ the 
Japanese war games. Their Man- 
churian trip, it was-stated, had no 
connection with rumors that a plan 
to compose the conflict by means 
of a committee of neutral observ- 
ers was under consideration by the 
League of Nations. 


Optimism was expressed here 
that Japan's spokesmen will be 
able to convince the Council of the 
League, which meets in Paris Mon- 
day, that the Japanese activity in 
Manchuria is justified. The Japa- 
nese advocates will infOrm the 
League that the Tokio Government 
exhausted every peaceful nieans of 
settling the dispute with China be- 
fore taking military action to pro- 
tect lives and property. 


U. S. Officials Hopeful Paris Con- 
ference Will Find Way Out.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.— 
American officials tonight based 
their hope for an answer to the 
Manchurian problem in Monday's 
League of Nations council meeting 
at Paris. The American Govern- 
ment has no formula to submit to 
the council. It thinks, however, 
that discussion of the situation will 
clear the way to consideration of 
the basic problems. 


Japan's conciliatory attitude was 
expressed to the State Department 
today by Ambassador Debuchi. He 
said the Japanese had taken no of- 
fensive measures at the Nonni 
bridgehead and would not press for 
Tsitsihar.

RESCUED LIQUOR 


Big American Freighter Ar- 
lyn Held in New York 


After Long Inquiry Into 
February Incident. 


14 SAILORS TAKEN 
OFF DISABLED BOAT 


Contraband Removed in 
Storm Alleged to Have 
Been Unloaded at Arlyn’s 
Pier in New York. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—~—A 


rescue at sea led to the seizure to- 
day of the American freighter 
Arlyn on a charge that the officers 
and crew violated Federal laws py 
landing 4000 cases of liquor and 
14 sailors in New York, after tak- 
ing them off a water-logged Brit- 
ish liquor boat. 

The $1,000,000 freighter, the 
Arlyn, was on its way from New 


York to Florida last February 


when it picked up a distress signal 
off Cape Hatteras. The Arlyn went 
to the rescue and found a disabled 
liquor runner flying a British fiag. 

Federal officers charge the ship 
took aboard the crew, stood by 
until the weather abated, and then 
transferred the liquor boat's $500,- 
00U0 cargo to the Arlyn. 

Because the Arlyn was in the 
coastal service, it was not required 
to stop at quarantine when it 
reached New York, but went di- 
rectly to its pier near Thirty-sixth 
street. There, authorities charge, 
it put the British sailors ashore 
in violation of the immigration and 
customs laws, and unloading the 
liquor in violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws. 

Treasury Department Informed. 

The first information of what 
had happened came to the Treuas- 
ury Department when disgruntled 
members of the Arlyn crew, after 
being discharged, wrote a letter to 
Washington stating each member 
of the Arlyn crew had received 
$20 for helping put the liquor run- 
ners and their cargo ashore. 

When the Arlyn came into quar- 
antine last Monday customs guards 
went aboard and an investigation 
was begun. The master and crew 
were questioned for days by spe- 
cial agents of the Treasury De- 
partment. Then seizure of the 
freighter was ordered by Collector 
of the Port Phili, Edting. 

The crew was allowed to bring 
the Arlyn to dock, so its cargo of 
sugar from Cuba could be unload- 
ed, and then all 35 of them were 
detained by Federal authorities. 
When the sugar has been unload- 
ed tHe ship will be. searched to 
ascertain whether any liquor has 
been brought in on tnis trip. 

Ship Built 12 Years Ago. 

The Arlyn, a 300-foot ship of 
3304 gross tons, was built at Glou- 
cester City, N. J., in 1919 at a 
cost of $1,000,000. It has accom- 
modations for a few passengers, 
but generally restricts its service 
to carrying freight. 

While authorities were engaged 
in the Arlyn case coast guard pa- 
trol boats made their third large 
seizure of the week. The scallop 
trawler Lucretia was off Jones 
Inlet, Long Island, with a cargo of 
400 cases of champagne, brandy 
and whisky valued, at $25,000. 

Three men on board the trawier 
were arrested after coast guards- 
men fired a one pounder across the 
bow and the vessel had come to 
a quick stop.

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
TELLS OF INQUIRY 


Declines to Give Further 
Details Pending Presenta- 
tion of Case to Grand 
Jury—Attorney Freed on 
$40,000 Bond. 


When Paul A. Richards, attorney 
and self-declared agent of the kid- 
napers of Alexander Berg, was ar- 
rested last Wednesday morning two 
hours after Berg had returned to 
his home in the Park Plaza Hotel, 
he had in his pocket a ready-made 
clew that started the police toward 
a quick solution of the crime. 


The clew was disfigured ‘or al- 
most illegible memoranda involv- 
ing three men now named with 
Richards in warrants charging kid- 
naping for ransom, punishable by a 
maximum sentence of death by 
hanging. 

In a statement yesterday after- 
noon following the release of Rich- 
ards on $40,000 bond, Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller disclosed the origin: of 
the investigation resulting in the ar- 
rest of the three men, but added 
that no further disclosure of evi- 
dence in the case would be made 
for the time being. 

Nevertheless, it is understood 
that Miller’s assistant, Joseph A. 
Lennon, and policemen assigned to 
the case, worked on the memoranda 
for more than five hours before 
they had deciphered enough to 
make the arrests, 

Text of Statement. 


The Circuit Attorney’s statement 
follows: 

“On Monday, Nov. 9, the Police 
Department and Circuit Attorney's 
office came into possession of cer- 
tain information involving Paul 
Richards in the holding of Alex 
Berg for ransom prior to Mr. Berg's 
release on Nov. 10. 

“Within two hours after Mr. 
Berg's release a general order was 
broadcast from the Police Depart- 
ment for the arrest of Paul Rich- 
ards, and Richards was arrested 
within two heurs after the release 
of Mr. Berg. | 

“At the time of Mr. Richards’ 
arrest he had in his possession cer- 
tain memoranda. These memo- 
randa were studiéd carefully imme- 
diately after his arrest. 

“On the morning of Nov. Il, 
Assistant Circuif Attorney Joseph 
A. Lennon, working in conjunction 
with the Chief of Police, Col. Jos- 
eph A. Gerk, Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser and other members of the 
Secret Service Bureau of the Police 
Department assigned to the inves- 
tigation of the Berg kidnaping, 
were able to decipher the memo- 
randa found on Mr. Richards at the 
time of his arrest, and ordered the 
arrest of George Peak, Curtis Med- 
lock, Charles Tucker and several 
others. 

Issuance of Charges. 


“After these arrests the Police 
Department and the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office continued their investi- 
gation resulting in the obtaining 
of further evidence, which evidence 
was passed from the Police De- 
partment to the Circuit Attorney's 
office and upon which evidence the 
Circuit Attorney's office on Friday, 
Nov. 13, issued informations 
against Paul Richerds, George 
Peak, Curtis Medlock and Charlies 
Tucker for the offense of kignap- 
ing for ransg m.

THE CONTE GRANDE 
SLOWED BY STORMS 


Italian Foreign Minister 
Bringing 5-Point Program

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Without 
putting a foot on New York soil, 
Foreign Minister Dino Grandi will 
go direct from his ship to Wash- | 
ington Monday to begin his con- 
versations with President Hoover. 
He will be taken from the liner on 
which he is now nearing New York 
at Quarantine and will entrain for 
the capital from New Jersey. 

Maj. William F. Deegan, chair- 
man of the Mayor’s Reception Com- 
mittee, announced, he had received 
a telephone message from the State 
Department that a change in plans 
was necessary because of the ex- 
pected lateness of the Foreign Min- 
ister’s arrival. 

The Conte Grande, which is 
bringing Grandi, his wife and: six 
this country, 
originally was scheduled to dock at 
9 a. m. Monday. First, a_ typical 
New York welcome was considered, 
with bands, a parade and showers 
of ticker tape. 

Plans for the reception were al- 
tered when it was stated Grandi 
wished to begin his discussions of 
world problems with the President 
as soon as possible. Arrangements 
were made to transfer the Foreign 
Minister speedily from a New York 
pier to his train. Demonstrations 
were announced by anti-Fascisti 
leaders, but detectives were as- 
signed to the entourage of the dis- 
tinguished visitor and Mayor Walk- 
er said: “‘I don’t want anyone to 
think for a brief moment that any 
disturbance will be tolerated.” 

Still later the ship was delayed by 
storms and at noon today docking 
time was posted as 2 p. m. Monday. 
That brought the announcement of 
the cancellation of even the modest 
welcome that had been arranged. 
This afternoon the Lloyd Sabaudo 
. Line said the liner was picking up 
“speed and would be in by 1 p. m. 
Monday at the latest, and even 
earlier if good weather continued. 

The first formal message of wel- 
come to Grandi was dispatched by 
radio today by Secretary of State 
Stimson. He told the Italian Min- 
ister “the nation is prepared _ to 
welcome you as its honored guest.” 
Grandi will spend several days in 
New York after visiting Washing- 
ton and will. be received by Mayor 
Walker then.

The committee has adopted the 
name of ‘‘The International Com- 
mittee for Anti-Fascist Protest.” A 
list of its leaders made public by 
Warren C. Montross, Washington 
representative, includes Dr. Charies 
Fama, Carlo Tresca, Mary Tucker, 
Norman Thomas, Giralmo Valenti 
and A. J. Muste, all of New York, 
and Elizabeth Gilman of Baltimore 
and Charles Edward Russell of 
Washington. 

Grandi will be met at quarantine 
by Ambassador de Martino of Italy, 
State Department and Embassy of- 
ficials and Commissioner Deegan 
of New York City. The party will 
be welcomed in Jersey City by Un- 
dersecretary Castle of the State 
Department. On his arrival in 
Washington late Monday Grandi 
will be welcomed at Union Station 
by Secretary and Mrs. Stimson, 
Lawrence Richey, one of President 
Hoover's secretaries, the Chief 
Executive's military and naval aids 
and high ranking civilian and serv- 
{ce officials. Customary military 
honors, including a guard of hon- 
or, will be accorded at Union Sta- 
tion. 

From there the Minister and his 
wife will go to Secretary Stimson's 
home, Woodley, where they will 
stay Monday and Tuesday nights.

On 
Monday, Nov. 23, the party will re- 
turn to New York to spend five 
days before sailing on the Augus- 
tus for Italy. 


WORLD PEACE FOUNDATION 
EXPLAINS NAVAL FIGURES 


Says U. S. Spent $310,527,000 More 

in One Year Than Great 
Britain.

BOSTON, Nov. 14.—The World 
Peace Foundation, which was crit- 
icised on Nov. 1 by Charles F. 
Adams, Secretary of the Navy, for 


disseminating allegedly inaccurate 
information concerning the _ re- 
spective naval expenditures of the 
United States and Great Britain, 
today explained its interpretation 
of the figures involved and :cid 
it was seeking additional informa- 
tion. The statement was issued 
under the signature of Raymond 
T. Rich, director. 

The foundation said it had re- 
lied for the comparison contained 
in its statement of Sept. 20 on par- 
ticulars furnished by the two Gov- 
ernments to the Secretary-General 
of the League of Nations for use 
in the work of the forthcoming 
general disirmament conference. 
The aggregate expenditure for 
the navy of each country was de- 
termined by an addition of the 
total expenditure for naval forces, 
plus a statement of the amount 
outstanding at the end of the fiscai 
year of block credits voted in re- 
spect of expenditures for more 
than one year, plus the amount 
outstanding in respect of purchases 
on credit or deferred payment, the 
league said. 

The result “showed the United 
States had expended and assigned 
for use in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1931, $310,527,000 more 
than the British Navy enjoyed in 
geal year ending March 15,

Missouri’s New Highway Patrol 
Graduated From Training School 


Nine Get First Assignment to Football Game 
at Columbia—Corps to Take to 
Roads Nov. 23. 


Imbued with a _ corps spirit, 
crammed with knowledge from an 
intensive training course and at- 
tired in bright uniforms, Mis- 
souri’s new State highway patrol 


was graduated here yesterday and 
assigned to its first active service. 

Nine of the troopers were as- 
signed to a task at once. They 
hurried from police headquarters 
to Columbia, Mo., in the afternoon, 
to direct traffic at the Missouri- 
Oklahoma football game. Trooper 
Booth, who used to be a Columbia 
traffic policeman, had charge of 
the detail. The other 40 patrol- 
men, the acting assistant superin- 
tendent and the five captains went 
to their homes for a week’s fur- 
lough. 

The patrol will assemble at Jef- 
ferson City about Nov. 23 and go 
out on the highways at once. 
Meanwhile, Supt. Lewis Ellis of 
Bethany, who formerly was Gov. 
Caulfield’s secretary, is preparing 
the assignment of his force among 
six divisions to be set up in the 
State. His. office will be in the 
State Capitol A United States 
marine during the World War, he 
is the only member of the force 
not uniformed. 

Twenty-seven of the 55 men un- 
der Ellis went to college and all 
but three of them are high-school 
graduates. For the last six weeks 
the troopers have been going to 
school again, at St. Louis. police 
headquarters, learning everything 
from the motor vehicle laws and 
finger printing to rudimentary ac- 
counting and first aid to the in-| 
jured. They were quartered at the | 
Downtown Y. M. C. A. at State ex- 
pense. , 

To Be Increased to 115. 


The law creating the patrol was 
enacted by the Legislature last 
spring, as a result of endeavors of 
the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
and became effective nine weeks 
ago. When larger appropriations 
are provided the number of troop- 
ers will be increased to 115 and the 
captains to 10, and there will be an 
assistant superintendent. The Gov- 
ernor appoints the superintendent, 
but administrative supervision is 
vested in the State Highway Com- 
mission, which generally has been 
free from political influences. 


For the troopers, 15 motorcycles 
and 30 black Ford roadsters have 
been provided, and each of the 
officers has a car. The patrolmen 
in general will use automobiles on 
gravel roads and motorcycles on 
pavement. Exact pay has not 
been fixed, but the maximum is 
$150 a month for troopers and 
$200 for captains. They will have 
to provide their own housing, will 
not be assigned to sections where 
they have lived-and must be avail- 
able for duty at all hours. 
Charged with the primary duty 
of enforcing motor vehtrcle 
kindred laws on the 7940 miles of 
State highways, the patrol has been

schooled in courtesy and the ex- 
ercise of good judgment, Its pol- 
icy will be to warn minor offend- 
ers and make arrests only when 
necessary. Fast driving will not 
be cause for arrests, unless it also 
is reckless, Ellis has said. Mis- 
souri has no definite speed limit. 
When arrests are made for traffic 
offenses, Ellis toid the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday, effort will be 
made to provide immediate trial 
but the troopers will issue ticket 
summonses to court, to avoid in- 
conveniences, where the character 
of the offender and the offense 
justify. 
Uniforms in Sky Blue. 

The uniforms of the patrol are 
bound to attract much attention. 
Visored caps of light blue, shirts 
of dark blue, black ties, blouses of 
sky blue, dark blue riding breeches, 
striped in a lighter shade, and high 
black laced boots make up the 
troopers’ uniforms. They are 
armed with .38-caliber revolvers, 
earried in holsters outside’ the 
blouses on black leathér Sam 
Browne belts. The officers wear 
similar uniforms, except that their 
shirts are white, their boots are 
tan and on their shoulders are the 
military insignia of their rank in 
gold braid. Later, short overcoats 
of a design to be picked wili be 
furnished. 

Military discipline will be used 
in the patrol and the bearing of 
the men yesterday showed how it 
had been instilled in six short 
weeks. The force went through 
a precise drill before guests in the 
police gymnasium, to start’ the 
graduation program. This was fol- 
lowed by a military inspection by 
Gov. Caulfield, Supt. Ellis, Chief of 
Police Gerk of St. Louis, C. D. Mat- 
thews of Sikeston, chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, ahd 
Roy F. Britton, president of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri. 

Gold-fringed silk flags of the 
United States and Missouri were 
presented to the patrol by Britton, 
On behalf of the’ club. Britton 
congratulated the force on its per- 
sonnel and predicted that it would 
become a model for the country. 
Ellis, crediting the elub for its part 
in establishing and training the 
patrol, said the patrol typified the 
spirit of the club.

The additional credit that would 
be set up under the plan would 
reach at least $1,800,000,000 on 
the basis of Hoover’s estimates, The 
plan which provides for the for- 
mation of 12 home loan discount 
banks in the 12 Federal Reserve 
districts is aimed to relieve frozen 
credit and promote employment.

Offi- 
cials of these associations in Wash- 
ington declare the system, as a 
whole, has loaned to capacity.

It Will Thaw Out Frozen Realty 
Credits, Chicago Expert Thinks.

CHICAGO, Nov. 14. — Herbert 
U. Nelson, executive director of the 
United States Building & Loan 
League, today said President Hoo- 
yer’s home building credit plan 
“will stabilize the real estate mar- 
ket and thaw out frozen real es- 
tate credits. For a generation, we 
have needed some mechanism by 
which home building credit could 
flow from one section of the coun- 
try to the other, where needed— 
this is it. The proposed home loan 
banks will give home financing in- 
stitutions the same facilities com- 
mercial banks now enjoy under the 
Federal Reserve system and thus 
prevent failures. It will aid in de- 
veloping longer term credit for 
home buyers, which has long been 
needed.” 


W. C. Potter, New York, Calls Plan | 
Helpful in Emergency.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—William 
C. Potter, president of the Guar- 
anty Trust Co., issued a brief state- 
ment today .on Mr. Hoover’s pro- 
posed home loan banks. He said: 
“The plan will undoubtedly be help- 
ful in the present emergency, and 
will constitute a very valuable in- 
strumentality in the future, pro- 
viding it continues to be operated 
in a careful manner and that the 
ratio of capital is carefully watched 
with respect to liabilities.”

Chief Clew to Killing of 
Frank .Modica, 24, Is 
Rouge Puff. 


A verdict of homicide at the 
hands of persons unknown was re- 
turned by a Coroner’s jury in the 
case of Frank Modica, 5325 Bisch- 
off avenue, who was found beaten 
and shot to death in his automobile 
on a little-traveled road in Deer 
Creek Village yesterday morning. 

Modica, who was 24 years old 
and divorced, had been shot in the 
left shoulder -at close range, the 


bullet traveling downward to below 
the armpit. The top of his skull 
had been beaten in and hair and 
blood were found on the inside of 
the car top, indicating Modica was 
struck several times. 

County investigators consider the 
principal clew to the motive for the 
killing is a rouge puff found on the 
right running board of Modica’s 
new Ford coupe. They also are 
tracing ownership of a .32-caliber 
revolver found on an embankment 
20 feet from the car. 

Behind Wheel When Slain. 

From the position of Modica’s 
body in the car, which was found 
standing in the middle of Litzinger 
road, 200 yards east of Lindbergh 
boulevard, officers deduce he was 
sitting behind the wheel when he 
was slain, and toppled across the 
seat to the right side. The right 
door of the car was open, as though 
a companion might have alighted

GARNER AND HARRISON TALK 
ABOUT TAXES AND TARIFF 


Democrats Agree That If Rates 
Are Increased Larger Incomes 
Must Carry Load,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The 


Democratic revenue legislative pro- 
gram was discussed today by Rep- 
resentative Garner of Texas and 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi. 
Tariff and taxes are the domi-

Harrison, ranking Democrat on 
the Senate Finance Committee, is 
on record against increased taxes 
at this session, and for “rational” 
tariff readjustment.

Succumbs at 71 After

Poor Health Six Months. 


Columbus Haile, president re- 
tired of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Railroad, and a railroad man for 51 
years, died from the effects of a 
general breakdown yesterday noon 
in his apartment at the Kings-Way 
Hotel, Kingshighway and West 
Pine boulevard. He was 71 years 
old. For about six months he had 
been in poor health and for the 
last few weeks he had not been 
at his office. 

Resigning as president of the 

road on Oct. 7, 1930, because of 
his age, Mr. Haile was given the 
title of “president retired” and 
kept an office in an advisory ca- 
pacity at the line’s headquarters 
in the Railway Exchange Building. 
He was regarded as a good business 
getter even in retirement. 
The funeral will be at Staunton, 
Va., Mr. Haile’s. boyhood home. 
The body will leave for there on 
a Big Four train at noon today. 
Mr. Haile is survived by his widow, 
who was Miss Tempe Perry of Pal- 
estine, Tex.; a son, Columbus Jr., 
general freight agent for the Katy, 
with offices here, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Granville Curry, wife of a 
Washington lawyer. Mr. and Mrs. 
Haile were married on Dec. 25, 
1883. 

Born in 1860 in Alabama. 
Mr. Haile was born on Sept. 8, 
1860, at Carlowville,.Ala., the son 
of another Columbus Haile. The 
family moved to a plantation near 
Staunton and Mr. Haile was edu- 
cated at Staunton Male Academy, 
Hampden-Sydney College in Vir- 
ginia, and the University of Vir- 
ginia. His first job was at the age 
of 19, when he bécame a country 
schoolteacher for $25 a month. 
Texas and railroading offered 
better opportunities than Virginia 
and teaching, he concluded, and a 
year later, before he was old 
enough to start voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket, he became a clerk 
for the Houston & Texas Central 
Railway, in 1880. Then began his 
lifelong interest in a prosaic but 
vital phase of railroad operation— 
rates and rate-making. He was 
convinced that therein lay th 
sound foundation of the roads, an 
he left the more glamorous aspects 
to others. 

He became an expert on rates 
and traffic problems, and _ since 
1907 was recognized as an author- 
ity on these subjects in the South- 
west. At the same time, he built 
up a broad acquaintance among the 
people of the Southwestern states, 
whose patronage aided the road. 
In 1881 Mr. Haile went to the 
International & Great Northern 
Railroad for four years, after which 
he spent four years with the Texas 
Traffic Association. He became 
assistant general freight agent of 
the Katy in 1889, general freight 
agent two years later, freight traf- 
fic manager in 1896 and traffic 
manager in 1898. Then, in 1907, 
he was given the additional title of 
vice president as his duties broad- 
ened. There was an interruption 
in Mr. 
the Katy during the wartime Fed- 
eral Railroad Administration, when 
he was traffic manager of the Katy 
and Frisco Railway lines north of 
the Red River. 

M.-K.-T. President in 1926.

20, 1926, Mr. Haile followed the 
policy of a former president, 
Charles E. Schaff, who had head- 
ed the road’s rejuvenation.

continued Japanese allegations of 
Soviet assistance to warring Chi- 
nese in Manchuria. It was “with 
a sense of extreme regret,” that 
the Soviet Government was obliged 
to note that Japanese military cir- 
cles continued to spread “absolute- 
ly unfounded rumors about Soviet 
assistance to this or that Chinese 
general,” the Commissar said. Par- 
ticular exception was taken to a 
statement reported to have been 
issued by a Japanese representa- 
tive at Mukden on Tuesday that 
reinforcements had been moved 
from Blagovestchensk. He called 
the Japanese Government’s atten- 
tion “to this unscrupulous  anti- 
Soviet campaign ‘systematically 
conducted in certain military cir- 
cles in Manchuria to complicate 
relations between Japan and Soviet 
Russia.” 

Foreign Commissar Litvinoff re- 
minded the Japanese Ambassador 
of his previous assurances. 

“I have the more reason to re.- 
mind you of this,” he added, “as 
information is available that the 
Japanese command are preparing 
to cross the Chinese Eastern ~‘ail- 
way in the region of Tsitsihar, 
which would paralyze the rallway 
and cause material loss to Soviet 
Russia.” 


Rumor Former Boy Emperor Will 
Be Enthroned in Manchuria. 


General Breakdown — In 
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has been living in Peiping under 
the name Henry Pu-yi,_ will be 
proclaimed Emperor of Manchuria 
at Mukden tomorrow, Chinese au- 
thorities declare today. It was 
said, that at the same time an- 
nouncement would be made of the 
Ministry selected to help him rule. 

For several years the former 
Emperor, now 25 years old, has 
lived in Mukden under Japanese 
protection. Reports yesterday that 
he was bound for Dairen, Man- 
churia, on a steamship and that 
the Japanese intended to put him 
on the throne were described as 
“premature.” Chinese have charged 
that Japan’s Manchurian policy 
called for the elevation of the for- 
mer Emperor and that he would 
be the puppet of the Tokio Gov- 
ernment. 

Fears of impending disturbances 
here tonight caused the streets to 
be deserted except for the police 
who, with fixed bayonets, chal- 
lenged passersby. 


Another Row Over Search of Neu- 
tral Zone in Tientsin., 
By the Associated Pres.. 

TIENTSIN, China, Nov. 14.—An- 
other conflict between Chinese and 
Japanese authorities developed to- 
day when an attempt was made to 
carry on a joint search of the neu- 
tral zone between the Japanese 
concession and the city, where the 
Chinese believed fugitive rioters 
were hiding. No gunmen were dis- 
covered, but three Chinese police- 
men, who disappeared at the height 
of the rioting several days ago and 
hid in terror, were found. 


Dawes in Paris in Preparation for 
League Conference. 

PARIS, Nov. 14.—Indications 
that the United States is playing a 
strong part behind the scenes in 
effecting peace in Manchuria were 
seen today in the activity of 
Charles G. Dawes, United States 
Ambassador to Great Britain, who 
came here at the direction of Pres- 
ident Hoover to act as observer at 
the Council of the League of Na- 


tions. 

Dawes conferred this morning 
with Foreign: Minister Aristide 
Briand who, as chairman of the

Council, 
peace negotiations. 

‘Tomorrow noon he will talk with 
Dr. Alfred Sze, China’s delegate to 
the League of Nations. 

Close contact, it is learned, is 
maintained by Dawes, the Ameri- 
can embassy and Washington. 

Although there were no indica- 
tions tonight what steps the Coun- 
cil may take when it meets Mon- 
day, observers were hopeful some- 
thing definite might develop by 
Tuesday at latest. 

One suggestion was that a 
scheme might be worked out un- 
der which the Japanese _ troops 
would withdraw to their treaty 
zone while an international group 
Shared with China the responsibil- 
ity for protecting Japanese lives 
and property in the evacuated 
area. 

It was learned that just’ before 
the League representatives started 
tonight from Geneva both the 
Chinees and Japanese delivered 
warnings that new armed clashes 
were threatened along the Nonni 
River and at Tientsin. 

The Japanese note said the 
troops of Gen. Hanjo, Japan’s Man- 
churian commander, and the army 
of Gen. Mah Chan-shan, defending 
Tsitsihar, were so near together 
that a major engagement was im- 
minent. 

The Chinese General is receiving 
thousands of letters from all parts 
of China urging him to begin hos- 
tilities at once, the Japanese com- 
munication says, adding that this 
is a dangerous factor.

L. T. Barrstt, Contractor, 
Includes Four Ousted 


Conspiracy Charge. 


Allegations of conspiracy tn re- 
straint of trade in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust 
Clayton act are contained in a $54,- 
000 suit for damages filed in Fed- 


law and the 


electrical contractor, 
against the international and local 


electrica! unions and four electrical 
"trades associations ousted from 
Missouri by the State Supreme 
Court for anti-trust violations. 

Barrett is suing under section 7 
of the Sherman act, which makes 
mandatory the assesment of treble 
damages plus court costs and at- 
torneys’ fees in the event of a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff. The defend- 
ants named in the petiticn include 
Orville E. Jennings, international 
union vice president, with head- 
quarters here; Chester H. Chapline, 
a contractor; Frank H. Haskins, 
an attorney; Roy J. Adams, H. H. 
Broach, international union presi- 
dent; Henry P. Koenig, business 
agent for Local No. 1, Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers; and others. 

Ousted Associations Named. 

Barrett, who has his place of 
business at 2340 Olive street, calls 
attention to the ouster from the 
State last April of the four elec- 
trical trades associations for viola- 
tions of the antitrust laws. The 
organizations were: Electrical Em- 
ployers’ Association, Electrical Ap- 
proval Bureau, Electric Listing Bu- 
reau and the Blectrical Protec- 
tive Association. All officers and 
directors of these associations, as 
well as the officers and trustees of 
the international and local elec- 
trical unions, are named as de- 
fendants. 

Barrett states that prior to the 
acts of the defendants of which he 
complains, he had built up a lucra- 
tive business in interstate com- 
merce and accepted contracts for 
electrical work in states contiguous 
to Missouri, and that his business 
has been injured by the alleged 
“conspiracy to five prices of elec- 
trical figures and installation.” 

The petition staes that Barrett, 
while a member of the Electrical 
Listing Bureau, was compelled to 
add 33 1-3 per cent for profit, plus 
|a 3 per cent fee on all contracts he 
| received.

| Barrett charges that competitive 
| bidding on electrical installation 
was eliminated and that the low 
figures were given to favored con- 
tractors by officers of the List- 
ing Bureau. When he violated the 
rule against competitive bidding 
and obtained a contract for elec- 
trical installation at the Simmons 
Public School, 4300 St. Louis ave- 
nue, all union wiremen were with- 
| drawn from his shop, Barrett 
‘states in his suit. He complains 
that he was forced to abandon the 
contract, explaining to the School 
Board that his bid had been too 
low and that he could not furnish 
a surety bond, whereas, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he “could have made a 
substantial profit had he been per- 
i'mitted to do the work.” 

In conclusion, Barrett states that, 
although he has no controversy 
with union labor over wages or 
rules, he is prevented from hiring 
union wiremen either in St. Louis 
or elsewhere, with resultant injury 
to his business.

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NEW RELIEF STATION 
FOR HOMELESS MEN 


Opened to Help C: Care for 500 
Per Cent Increase Registered 
in October. 


A branch office of the Bureau 
for Homeless Men which will care 
for the younger unemployed men, 
for St. Louis resident of long stand- 
ing and for the overflow from the 
main office of the bureau will be 
opened at 2032 Locust street to- 
morrow. 

The main office of the bureau 
is at 200 North Fourteenth street 
where, during October, 3036 home- 
less men were cared for, an in- 
crease of 2561, or about 500 per 
cent, over the number for October 
of last year when 475 were cared 
for. 

During the summer, the bureau 
operated the Municipal Lodging 
House, which is normally closed 
jn the summer and which is 
operated by the city during the 
winter. Continued operation 
through the summer this year was 
made necessary by the unemploy- 
ment emergency. The city resumed 
operation on Nov. l. 

Working in co-operation with the 
lodging house, the bureau furnishes 
homeless men with emergency 
care, consisting of a bed, meals, 
medical attention and vaccination. 
A man may stay at the lodging 
house for three days. If he de- 
sires to stay longer he is turned 
over to the bureau which investi- 
gates his case and determines 
whether continued care is neces- 
sary. For those homeless men who 
have rooms elsewhere the bureau 
provides meals and for those who 
have meals furnished elsewhere 
the bureau provides rooms. It 
helps to locate relatives, arranges 
for aid from private sources and 
arranges for transportation of ap- 
plicants to friends or relatives who 
will give aid. 

Among the $3036 men cared for 
in October, according to Walter R. 
Hoy, executive secretary of the 
bureau, were hundreds of com- 
paratively young men who had re- 
cently become dependent as a re- 
sult of continued unemployment. 

‘These men,’ Hoy said, ‘‘require 
attention which cannot be given at 
the lodging house. Most of them 
should not be pulled up from their 
surroundings, taken away from 
their relatives and friends and put 
in a lodging | house with hundreds 
of other men. 

“For these newly dependent men, 


eApecially the younger ones, the 
pep provides rooms in working 
mens hotels, in private homes or 
with friends or relatives. It is to 
care for.these young men and for 
St. Louis residents rather than 
transients that the branch office 
will be operated. The _ resident 
man is more likely to need meals, 
clothing and medical attention 
than he is to need lodging. The 
branch office will specialize in 
looking after these needs. Last 
winter 89. per cent of the men who 
applied for -help at the branch 
office were residents of St. Louis.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—County At- 


torney Max Towle of Lincoln, Neb., 


came ,out of a three-hour confer- 
ence today concerning Gus Wink- 
ler’s offer to barter $600,0000 in 
bonds stolen from a Lincoln bank 
for his freedom with the announce- 
ment that he had not changed his 
mind about refusing to “bargain 
with a criminal.” “But,” he added, 


“T will not prosecute an innocent 
man.” 

Towle referred to his mission to 
Buffalo to check on Winkler’s “air- 
tight alibi,” that he was there at 
the time of the robbery of the Lin- 
coln National Bank and Trust Co. a 
year ago. “If we find Winkler in- 
nocent,” he said, “I will nolle 
prosse the charges against him.” 

He stopped in Chicago to confer 
with Sergt. Roy Steffens, assigned 
to the Secret Six, which approved 
the bargain, and Emory J. Smith, 
attorney for the Lincoln bank, but 
said “nothing had been done” at 
the conferences. He said he would 
leave Chicago possibly next 
Wednesday for Buffalo with Sergt. 
Steffens. a

OPENED TOTRAFF 


Length of Roadway Is Mile and 
Two-Thirds Between Staten 
Island and Bayonne, N. J. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Novy, 14.—-Golden 
shears snipping a bright ribbon 
added a new bridge today to the 
engineering marvels of the metrop- 
olis. . 

Arching the flood between Staten 
Island and Bayonne, N. J., it is a 
$16,000,000 single arch structure, 
longest of its kind in the world. 

Top-hatted officials representing 


New York and New Jersey, several 
municipalities and the engineering 
profession were on the list of nota- 
bles invited to the dedication cere- 
mony this afternoon. 

The golden shears employed in 
throwing the bridge open are to be 
sent to Sydney, Australia, where 
they will be used next spring in 
dedicating an arch bridge in Syd- 
ney Harbor, second largest of its 
kind in the world. Then one blade 
of the scissors will be kept as a 
memento in Sydney and the other 
sent back here. \ 

From Sydney, where the bridge 
builders had claimed their struc- 
ture would be longer than the one 
opened today, came the following 
cable as the exercises began: “You 
win by five feet.” 

The bridge has been under con- 
struction since 1929. It was super- 
vised by O. H. Ammann, chief en- 
gineer of the port authority, who 
also bossed the job on the recently 
opened George Washington suspen- 
sion structure over the Hudson. 

The crown of the bridge is 327 
feet above the water, and the clear. 
ance 150 feet at midspan. From 
plaza to plaza, the length is about 
a mile and two-thirds. It is a tol] 
bridge, with four traffic lanes hav- 
ing a capacity of about 5000 vehi- 
cles an hour.

LEADING IN ARGENTINA 


Less Than One-tenth of the Votes 
Cast in Election a Week Ago 


Are Tabulated. %

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 14.—Au- 


gustin P. Justo, conservative, toda:- 
was leAding Lisandro de la Torre, 
nominee of a Leftist coalition, ap- 
proximately 3 to 2 in the counting 
of ballots cast in Argentina’s pres- 
idential election a week azo. Less 
than one-tenth of the votes have 
been tabulated. 

Justo was ahead in five of the 
seven provinces reported thus far, 


showed he was leading by only 87 
to 85, partially due to a constitu- 
tional provisian dividing electoral 
votes between majority and minor- 
ity parties. The country’s total 
electoral vote is 376.

Fire Chief Kersey of Butler re- 
covered the body from the blazing 
truck and found the other victims 
of the accident unconscious along 
the highway. They were taken to 
a Butler hospital.

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 14.— 


Bishop James Cannon Jr., alleg- 
ing that Roman /Catholics had a 
majority representation on _ the 
Washington Grand Jury that in- 
dicted him for violation of the Fed- 
eral corrupt practices act, says it is 
“difficult for the average man to 


believe’ this an accident. 

The Southern Methodist Bish- 
Op’s views were expressed in a let- 
ter to the Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch replying to an article by 
Thomas Lomax Hunter, columnist 
for the paper. 

“By a check up twice made by 
reliable persons it appears that 12 
of the 23 members of this particu- 
lar-grand jury are Roman Catho.- 
lics,"” Bishop Cannon said. “If it be 
true, and believe it to be, it ex- 
plains why the three witnesses I 
insisted should be called and who 
knew all the facts in the case were 
not called by this grand jury. 
When the District Attorney failed 
to summon these three witnesses, 
I knew that he wanted to secure 
an indictment regardless of the 
facts.” ° 
Bishop Cannon's letter, which al- 
leged that the District Attorney and 
the foreman of the grand jpry are 
both Roman Catholics, reviewed 
his recent statement from Atlantz 
protesting because the District At- 
torney did not call the three wit- 
nesses. 

“IT state positively that the Ro- 


tacked me ever since the Asheville 
convention in 1928 and within the 
past 30 days some of their papers 
have been exceedingly vicious in 
their editorial comment,” Bishop 
Cannon said. F 

Telling of receipt of abusive let- 
ters which he attributed to Catho- 
lic sources, the Bishop said: 

“In my Episcopal labors for 13 
years I have been brought in close 
touch with Roman Catholic meth- 
ods and work in Mexico, Cuba, 
South America and the Belgian 
Congo, and while I have some Ro- 
man Catholic friends for whom I 
have a very high regard person- 
ally, yet when the Romish hier- 
archy determines to punish or de- 
stroy the influence of a man who 
has helped to defeat their pet can- 
didate, Alfred Emmanuel Smith, 
the three years of continued at- 
tack, added to my former experi- 
ence in other lands, have taught 
me that I must be exceedingly 
watchful and vigilant at every 
turn, or the Romish hierarchy 
will by one instrumentality or an- 
other accomplish its purpose.”’ 


Georgia Pastor Suspended After 
Criticising’ Cannon.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 14.—The 


Rev. Rembert G. Smith of Sparta, 
Ga., who severely criticized Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. for his activity 
in the 1928 presidential campaign, 
was suspended from the ministry 
today for one year on secret 
charges by an ecclesiastical jury of 
the North Georgia Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 

Twelve of the 13 members of 
the trial committee signed a report 
saying he had Deen found guilty of 
“gross imprudence and highly un- 
ministerial conduct.” 

Suspension of the Rev. Mr. 
Smith was made over protest of 
his church at Sparta. Yesterday 
110 members telegraphed the con- 
ference protesting against his trial 
and repeating the request that he 
be sent back there. 

The Sparta church also sent a 
memorial to the conference criti- 
cising activities of ‘“‘bishops, muin- 
isters, church boards and church 
organs in politics’ and requested 
the resignation of Bishop Cannon.

At his request, 
the details were withheld pending a 
formal pronouncement tomorrow. 
This will probably be a joint state- 
ment, 

The two nations are in agree- 
ment that the proposal to provide 
a seaway from the Atlantic to the 
Great Lakes and a huge — water- 
power development should be car- 
ried through. 

Today’s meeting was the first of 
a series in which a treaty will be 
drafted. The Minister was accom- 
panied by Hanford MacNider, 
American Minister to Ottawa, and 
Hume Wrong of the Canadian lega- 
tion. They were joined in Stim- 
son’s Office by James Grafton 
Rogers, Assistant Secretary of 
State, and John MHickerson, .in 
charge of Canadian affairs.

VISCOUNT SHIBUSAWA’S. 
VISTT 10 U. 5. RECALLED 


“Grand Old Man of Business’ 
Responsible for Cherry Trees 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.— The 
death of Viscount Shibusawa re- 
Calls to but a few that Japan’s 
“grand old man of business” was, 
incidentally, responsible for the 
Japanese cherry trees whose blooms 
annually bring thousands of vis- 
itors to Potomac drive in Washing- 
ton. 

Shibusawa traveled the breadth 
of the United States in 1909, when, 
as the head of a large commercial 
commission, he visited every indus- 
try in which there was Far East- 
ern interest. 

During a conversation in the club 
car of an elaborate train, which 
was called “The Million-Dollar Spe- 
cial,’"” the subject of the Japanese 
cherry tree came up for discus- 
sion. 

It was then Shibusawa told the 
legend which attributed to the 
cherry blossom the power to deter- 
mine whether there could be war 
between his country and another 
country to which the cherry had 
been transplanted. If..the cherry 
continued to bloom pink, the legend 
runs, there never could be trouble 
between the two countries. But if 
the natura] pink turned to white, 
as he said was often the case, ex- 
traordinary steps would have to be 
taken to keep péace between. the 
two countries. * 
~He learned then that a gift of 
cherry trees to Mrs. Roosevelt the 
year before had been destroyed 
upon arrival in this country because 
of the discovery of a blight. He 
thought that too bad and called 
some of his associates together. 
From the train on that day was 
started the movement which 
brought another and larger contri- 
bution of éherry trees to Mrs. Taft, 
who had.continued the interest of 
her predecessor, as first lady of 
the land, in the beautifying of what 
is now Potomac drive. 

Prince Ito, who, with Shibusawa, 
is credited with a study of the 
monetary system of this country 
and the adaption of many of its 
features from the plan first created 
by the Nippon empire after its 
awakenment to Western ideas, died 
during that 1909 pilgrimage. An 
Associated Press reporter took the 
news to Shibusawa at ae stop 
at Springfield, Mass. The effect 
was immediate. Tears rolled down 
his checks, but he could not speak. 

An hour later he dictated in 
Japanese for translation a beauti- 
fu] tribute. Amazement was. ex- 
pressed by some that the usual 
stoicism of a Japanese could be 
broken. Shibusawa’s secretary, who 
had known his employer for years, 
also was surprised, but explained: 
“For him new depths of sorrow are

HEARING OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
DEAL FOR COTTON BELT ENDS 


Missouri Pacific Opposes Proposal, 
Which I. C. C. Takes Un- 
der Advisement. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Oppo- 
sition to creation of an entrance 
into the St. Louis market by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad was 
voiced today by the Van Sweringen 
interests, E. J. White, representign 
-the Missouri Pacific, argued to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
that it should stick to its consoli- 
dation plan in the Southwest and 
refuse to permit the Southern 
Pacific to acpuire the 8t. Louis 
Southwestern. 

White said this was inconsistent 
with attempts of the Van Swerin- 
gens to have the plan amended as 
to Eastern railroads. The Van 
Sweringens control the Missouri 
Pacific as well as a group of East- 
ern railroads. 

The commission was fearing 
closing arguments on the applica- 
tion of the Southern Pacific for 
permission to acquire complete 
control of the St. Louis Southwest- 
ern, also known as the Cotton Belt. 
The Southern Pacific owns out- 
right 35 per cent of the stock and 
has options on enough to make its 
hoidings 86 per cent. It is seeking 
approval of purchases of the op- 
tioned stock. 

The commission took the case 
under consideration and an opin- 
ion is expected in a month or two.

Woman as the Source of Genius. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ENJOYED your editorial of Nov. 7, 
with which you propose to start an 


argument. There is no doubt that 


women are capable of doing everything 
that men can do; they have always done 
it, though not nearly as well. Probably 


women could do everything much better 


than men if they would sacrifice their 
birthright and begin living according to 
masculine standards. Several generations 
of athletic-minded and fame-conscious 
women could certainly produce a femi- 
nine Bill Hallahan or Bill Tilden, or any 
other Bill whose athletic prowess made 
her front-page news. But the sacrifice, 
from the feminine point of view, would 
be tremendous. Any woman would rather 
‘be noted for her beauty than for her 
brains or skill. 

Woman possesses the embryo spark 
or force, which, when imparted to man, 
results in superhuman feats of bravery, 
skill or genius, Sometimes it is passed 
on to her sons, sometimes she is able te 
instill the urge in her mate; but every 
woman possesses it in some degree. True, 
many are not consciously aware of it. 
Many waste it or divert it into less 
worthy channels. Sometimes the man 
misuses it, Or misunderstands its use; or 
perhaps he is not strong enough to grasp 
it, and then he bécomes disgruntled and 
thinks he is being hampered or hen- 
pecked, which, of course, is often the 
case. 

This embryo spark or urge is present 
and has been present in the female of 
every age and race. Sometimes men have 
feared it and have tried to subjugate it 
by placing their women low in the social 
scheme; even making slaves of them, so 
as to prevent and discourage its force. 
There have been periods in history when 
the force has made women supreme for 
atime. And there has always been evi- 
dence of the clash of male and female 
instincts over it. When the force becomes 
warped or misdirected, it is partly re- 
sponsible for our tragedies, mistakes and 
crimes. : 

This motive force, then, originates and 
has its source in woman. Nietzsche calls 
it ‘the will to power,” Adler says it is. 
“the masculine protest,” and Freud, being 
original, has named it “‘the libido.” None 
of them tells us specifically where it 
comes from. 

Whatever it is, if you scan history you 
will find that whenever this force could 
not be imparted to man, because he was 
too weak or too ignorant, the force itself 
has sought expression through woman, 
sometimes disastrously. Consider any 
outstanding woman in the world’s affairs 
and you will find that she was unable 
to infuse a male with the spark or force 
which she possessed; and, because it hap- 
pened to be present to an unusual degree,\ 
it sought expression through her, It is 
notorious that the male members of a 
feminine celebrity’s family ‘are always in 
the background. Frequently they get 
lost together, as did the unlucky consort 
of Catherine of Russia. The force has 
been known to grow so strong in a 
woman as to cause her to bécome a man- 
hater, simply because the struggle to im- 
part it to a male has been painful and 
futile, and has rendered the male an 
object of contempt.

| THE U. S. AND THE WORLD,COURT. 
For more than 10 years the question of our adher 
ence to the International Court of Justice, more hap- 
pily styled the World Court, has been on the Senate’s, 
calendar. Politically it has had the support of both 
major parties.. The majority of the Democratic Sen- 
ators has approved it. Republican sentiment has 
been divided. . The opposition of Republican Senators 
has ité genesis in the fight on the League of Nations. 
In the rancor of debate, the World Court was derog- 
atively declared a League of Nations court, which 
was enough to condemn it utterly in the early bitter- 
ness of the discussion. But our three’ post-war Re- 
publican Presidents have recommended affirmative 
action by the Senate on two grounds: first, the 
|merit of the tribunal itself and its capacity for ren- 
dering an indispensable world service which only 
such an agency: could perform; second, the fact the 
organization of such a court is a Republican party 
policy, sufficiently old to be regarded as a party 
tradition, dating back, as it does, to the first vision- 
ary gropings at The Hague. 
Our participation in the World Court was the one 
item of foreign policy in which President Harding 
was profoundly concerned and on which he spoke 
with genuine emotion and, it may be recounted, with 
the eloquence of earnest conviction. He could not 
win the Senate. The time for victory had not 
arrived. Yet his advocacy of the projéct may be 
accounted a triumph, because his successor accepted 
it as an inherited obligation. 
Mr. Coolidge met the obligation literally, though 
not spiritually. He included it in his recommenda- 
tions, coldly, perfunctorily. He never pressed the 
fight. He gave the country the impression of doing 
an unpleasant duty, in which he was not interested. 
Mr. Hoover revitalized the issue. He procured 
action from the Senate, ostensibly favorable, but car- 
rying reservations, one of which, having-to do with 
“advisory opinions,” could not, it was believed, be 
accepted by the Court and, therefore, blasted the 
resolution and Killed the proposal. But Elihu Root, 
accredited with having written the Court’s charter, 
drafted a formula by which the Court could receive 
us on the Senate’s terms. He provided the ma 
chinery for negotiations on any matter of advisory 
opinion whereby the United States may resign its 
membership in the Court, In friendliness and without 
prejudice,gin the event an agreement cannot be 
reached. 
Pressure of economic conditions has necessarily 
absorbed the administration’s energy to the exclusion 
almost of other problems, but on Dec. 16, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee has agreed to take up 
the question of reporting the protocols to the Senate.

GRANDI’S WELCOME. 
It would be deplorable should untoward events 
occur to mar the visit of Dino Grandi, Foreign Min- 
ister of Italy, who arrives in this country tomorrow. 
In fear of anti-Fascist demonstrations, plans for a 
welcoming reception in New York have been can- 
celéd, and the greatest precautions will, be taken to 
safeguard the distinguished visitor, his wife and his 
entourage. Many Americans have no sympathy with 
the dictatorial regime in which Grandi has a part. 
There are numerous persons of Italian descent in this 
country who have personal grievances against it, and 
seem prepared_to give vehement expression to their 
disapproval. Yet Grandi comes, not as a delegate of 
Fascism, but as an envoy of the Italian nation, with 
which this country has long been on the friendliest 
ternis. Antagonism toward his party and its creed 
should remain quiescent in face of the fact that his 
purpose is to forward the cause of international co- 
operation. : 
Many observers credit Grandi with a large part in 
the recent modification of Mussolini’s former trucu- 
lent attitude. Since he took office in 1929, Grandi 
has been a soothing force in Italy’s diplomatic tac- 
tics. It is certain he will present numerous policies 
with which Mr. Hoover and our Government can 
agree. The one-year armaments holiday, just ap- 
proved by some 40 nations, was his suggestion. His 
Government was among the first to accept Mr. 
Hoover’s debt moratorium proposal, unconditionally 
and immediately. This country’s previous official 
visitor from abroad, Premier Laval of France, pre- 
sented an unwavering attachment to security, which 
may prove to be the rock on which the 1932 Geneva 
conference will go asunder. Grandi’s Government 
has no such view, but actively favors immediate arms 
reduction. ‘Too, it. has expressed itself as favoring 
war debt cancellation and revision of treaties, poli- 
cles widely favored in this country as well. It is 
true that the Italian desire for naval parity with 
France still persists. Grandi presented his country’s 
view at the London conference, and the resultant 
deadlock made possible only a three-Power agree- 
ment. But Italy’s view on general disarmament gives 
hope for solving this difficulty. 
Representing a Government that sees eye-to-eye 
with our own in so many international matters, 
Grandi is entitled to the deference and hospitality 
we customarily give our distinguished guests. An 
affront to him would be, not merely against Fascism, 
but against the delegate of a-friendly and influential 
Power. 
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A CITIZEN’S DUTY.

To increase efficiency and pro- 
duction the leaders permitted free- 
dom of expressionsin a limited 
field. They have in¥ited the work- 
men to participate in a campaign of 
self-criticism in which workers 
could criticise their working con- 
ditions and minor officials. Politi- 
cal issues are still tabooed topics, 
but a worker can write to his news- 
paper that the factory manager is 
a drunkard, is showing favoritism 
or is otherwise inefficient. If no 
newspaper is printed in that local- 
ity, the worker can write his com- 
plaint on the wall newspaper in the 
factory or at the state or collective 
farm meeting places. Criticism of 
party policies or ranking Govern- 
ment officials is not allowed. The 
printed communications are not 
signed and they are often investi- 
gated by the Gay-Pay-Oo. This bit 
of freedom, however, was not 
granted them from any desire to 
make the people more contented. 
It was a move to increase produc- 
tion. 

Russians Not Resentful, 

Only a small class of Russians, 
the intelligentsia, are affected by 
the governmental censorship of 
ideas. The vast majority of Rus- 


sians accept it as a matter of 
course. There was little democ- 
racy or democratic expression be- 
fore the revolution. In the old 
Duma one elector was chosen by 
230 gentry, one by 60,000 peasants 
end one by 125,000 workmen. Now, 
under controlled elections, the 
workmen have four timés the rep- 
resentation as the peasants and the 
gentry are “‘declassed.’’ There is no 
vocal complaint from the peasants 
and those who remain of the gen- 
try dare not say anything. 

The question naturally arises: 
How successful will the bolsheviks 
be in their purpose to tell the peo- 
ple what to believe? Two Russian 
aspects of this question are i apor- 
tant. First, despite the censo-;ship 
the dictatorship is making the 
country literate. An ignorant and 
backward people are being taught 
to read and write and think about 
governmental, economic and cul- 
tural problems. At present the 
scope is limited. If the Govern- 
ment continues its course to the 
right, or zig-zags in that direction, 
the masses will be in a_ stronger 
position to demand a democracy— 
if that is what the masses want. 
Second, the enduring effect of cen- 
sorship and propaganda is prob- 
lematical, especially if directed at 
what have historically been consid- 
ered fundamental human  aspira- 
tions. 


The same question was put to a 
Russian Liberal last year. “I can 
only say,” he replied, “that under 
the Czar we were told from child- 
‘hood that monarchy was the only 
form of government. It was drilled 
into us in school and in the univer- 
sities. We read it in our newspa- 
per and the clergy assured us it 
was so. What effect did that pro- 
paganda have in 1917? Almost all 
the intelligentsia were revodution- 
ists of one sort or another.”

No Progress Made

plan. Despite all the good will 
which Germany has manifested re- 
peatedly and most plainly in the 
last year, not only through re- 
peated statements, but also and 
even more strikingly by unpre- 
cedented economies and by bleed- 
ing herself white by payments— 
evidences of good faith which even 
non-Germans cannot honestly de- 
ny—the country is simply no longer 
in a position to continue these vast 
and senseless payments. And if it 
should continue them, this would 
be a misfortune for the whole 
world. 

Prime Cause of Crisis. 

France seems still unwilling to 
realize that the unprecedented 
world crisis now menacing almost 
all countries is due above ail _ to 
the gigantic outflow of gold from 
Germany without any return. And 
for France, too, the unhealthful 
piling up of great quantities of 
gold in her strongboxes can in the 
long run only do damage, even 
though its glitter still dazzies the 
eye. She does not see and will not 
see the monstrous menace of Bol- 
shevism that endangers Europe’s 
civilization, and which, at long last, 
will also directly threaten France 
if Germany, the strongest bulwark, 
be brought to desperation by the 
never ceasing outward flow of 
money and thus fall a prey to ra- 
dicalism. 

Does France not see that the 
ring of nations is closing ever more 
tightly against her? In her victori- 
ous arrogance she has already suc- 
ceeded in lessening greatly Ameri- 
ca’s and England's feelings of 
friendship for her. Mussolini also 
has spoken on this subject in a 
sufficiently plain language. The 
number of those who demand a re- 
vision of the unholy peace treaty 
of Versailles, who proclaim with 
complete conviction the evil ef- 
fects of the reparation payments— 
not on Germany alone but on the 
entire world—is increasing steadi- 
ly. France, pointing proudly’ to 
her gold and her armaments, is 
gradually becoming isolated in the 
world, surrounded by nations 
which, in her stubborness and 
short-sightedness, she has damaged 
and stirred up. 


International Conference. 


France believes that if Germany 
cannot fulfill her reparation obli- 
gations, she should take the way 
out provided by the Young plan. 
The reference is to the so-called 
moratorium provided by this plan 
for the so-called protected annuities 
of the reparations. The Bank for 
International Settlements in Basel 
would then have the right to sum- 
mon a commission to investigate 
Germany’s ability to pay. Germany 
has earlier expressed the liveliest 
misgivings against this procedure, 
misgivings which other countries 
involved have also recognized as 
thoroughly justified. 

Much more urgent for Germany 
is the looming expiration of the 
so-called ‘‘freezing’’ consortium, 
which protects her until February, 
1932, against withdrawals of short- 
term credits. Here a conference is 
necessary in any case. 

But quite apart from this, the 
countries of Europe, unless Mr. 
Hoover's political wisdom finds a 
better way, will eventually have to 
come together in an international 
conference for the mutual improv- 
ing of their situation. For, in the 
last analysis, France also has a 
great interest in a general under- 
standing, since she herself cherishes 
great hopes of a partial cancella- 
tion of her indebtedness to Amer- 
ica. If the American newspapers 
are right in reporting that Laval 
has the intention of summoning in 
the near future a conference to 


study the problem of reparations 


and debts, this is to be welcomed 
most heartily. 


What Laval Did Not Do. 


If we glance here briefly at the 
things which Laval did not succeed 
in accomplishing in his negotiations 
in America, we see that the chief 
of these is the remission of debts, 
which was confidently looked for. 
But there is no mention of this in 
the joint communique. Nor is there 
any mention of a guarantee of 
France’s security by America. This 
is an aim to which France clings 
with absolute fanaticism. 


But instead of seeking and win- 
ning actual security by trying to 
gain Germany’s confidence, which 
would be gladly granted if there 
were the least trace of an under- 
standing and a meeting half way 
on.France’s part, she conjures up 
the spectre of a menacing danger 


The fortifications which France is 
erecting from Belfort to the sea 
cost her seven billion francs. They 
will be worthless before they are 
finished because of the steady per- 
fecting of the technique of warfare. 


France possesses nine modern 
great battleships, Germany six ut- 
terly antiquated armored = ships. 
France has 16 protected cruisers, 
Germany has eight. France has 
83 torpedo boats, Germany 32. 
France can march 69,000 soldiers 
across every 10-kilometer stretch 
of Germany’s border, but Germany 
can send Only 243 men to oppose 
them. 


French Cry for Security. 


But still France calls for secur- 
ity. We hope that the Economic 
Commission of the two. countries, 
appointed as a result of Laval’s 
visit to Berlin, will also clear up 
this monstrous delusion which she 
cherishes. 


It is hardly open to doubt that 
the disappearance of a prospect of 
cancellation of debts would also do 
away with the prospect of any hon- 
est disarmament on the part of the 
victorious countries. One can look 
forward only with the greatest anx- 
iety to the proceedings of the Dis- 
armament Commission in the com- 
ing spring. The menace of the 
Polish corridor was discussed in 
America, but nothing was cleared 
up. 

And this is the balance of the 
Washington negotiations. Must the 
distress of the peoples in the com- 
ing winter reach incalculable pro- 
portions before certain nations real- 
ize what the welfare of humanity 
demands? The negotiations in 
Washington, unfortunately, contrib- 
uted very little to solving this fate- 
ful problem.

KINSEY DEFENDS 
ASPHALT MIXER 


Public Service Chief at Hearing 
in Suit Denies Taxpayers’ 
Interests Are Damaged. 


Trial of the suit of two taxpay- 
ers attacking the validity of the 
city’s new requirement for use of 
a patented rotary mixer in laying 
asphalt paving will be resumed to- 


mann. The hearing began Thurs- 
day and expert witnesses have been 
called by both si The Trini- 
dad Asphalt Manufacturing Co., 
which has the comtract to pave 
Kingshighway N west, between 
West Florissant avenue and Hall’s 
Ferry road, with rotary mixed as- 
phalt, is named as co-defendant 
and is represented at the trial by 
Edward W. Foristel. ~ 

Several witnesses who are 
experienced in the asphalt business 
testified for the plaintiffs that 
there was no difference in the 
product of the rotary mixer and 
that of the pug mill type, which is 
excluded under the specifications. 
Both have given satisfactory re- 
sults, they said. It is alleged in 
the petition that the pavements 
produced by the rotary. were not 
superior to other types; further it 
is alleged that the requirement for 
the rotary increased the cost to 
the taxpayer by preventing full and 
free competition. 

Says Improvement Was Object. 

E. R. Kinsey, president of the 
Board of Public Service, testified 
that the requirement was decided 
on after a public meeting attended 
by contractors and other persons 
interested at which the mater was 
fully discussed. It was the con- 
census of opinion, he told the 
Court, that the city could improve 
the character of asphalt paving by 
specifying the rotary method. “We 
were specifying a mixture,’’ he de- 
clared, “which we found was sat- 
isfactory and would produce bet- 
ter results,”’ 

He denied there would be any 
increase in cost to the taxpayer. 
“We deliberafely put our esti- 
mates,” he said, “under the bid 
prices that prevailed prior to the 
specification. The bids were all 
under the estimate. So the cost 
is less and, if it develops the tax- 
payers’ interests are being jeopard- 
ized, the board has the power to 
change the specifications.” 

Alleges Free Competition. 

According to Kinsey there is free 
competition in the bidding, and any 
contractor who obtains a paving 
contract can purchase the rotary 
kmixed product from asphalt com- 
panies which use that process. 
There are two such asphalt plants 
in the city. The contractor is re- 
quired to pay a royalty of 25 cents 
a ton to the owner of the patent. 
The rotary mixer was patented in 
1923 by Samuel E. Finley of At- 
lanta, Ga. 7 

During the pendency of the suit 
work on the Kingshighway North- 
west project is tied up under a tem- 
porary restraining order issued by 
Judge Hartmann. David Baron 
and William B. Kinealy represent 
the petitioners, with Philip C. Wise, 
attorney for certain asphalt in- 
terests, in attendance at the trial.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—A hun- 
dred and eleven years ago a boy 
and his sistcr in Salem, Mass., sol- 
emnly affixed théir’signatures to 
a very important little document 
and “conglomerated” themselves 
into a pin society. The document 
went on view today and in a few 
days an auctioneer will bring ham- 
mer down while collectors bid. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne and his 
sister, Louisa, though, were not 
thinking in terms of money when 


they drew up their document. 
They were interested in pins. If 
oné of them lost at battledore or 
shuttlecock, he or she paid s0 
many pins into the treasury. 

The pin society, thus enriched, 
lent its capital to members of,the 
household at the interest of one 
pin a day for every 10. 

Nathaniel was advocate with 


title of “Honorable.’’ Louisa was 
second pin counter with title of 
“Accurate.” Lesser members — 


there weren’t any—were enjoined 
to salute them by compressing 
their noses between the thumb and 
finger of the right hand and trum- 
peting to the tune of “Hail, Our 
Chiefs.”’ 

The manuscript at present is the 
property of Miss Rebecca B. Man- 
ning and will be sold along with 
rare sporting books .nd first edi- 
tions from the library of the late 
Gifford A. Cochran and many 
other collectors’ items. 

The pin society was formed on 
June 10, 1820. Interest waned, 
and on Aug. 25, 1821, a grand dis- 
tribution of pins was effected and 
the society disbanded. The regu- 
lations and proceedings of the so- 
ciety form a manuscript volume 
which is signed nine times by Na- 
thaniel and five times by Louisa. 

Also in the sale will be the con- 
stitution of the Potato Club, a se- 
cret literary society consisting of 
Hawthorne and five other students 


indicated by the picture of a pot, 
a dash, a ‘figure 8, another dash 
and a cipher. . 

If, in,the event a member failed 
to read an original poem or dis- 
sertation at a weekly meeting of 
the club, he was to pay a fine of 
a peck of potatoes. 

His wife was among the first to 
guess that collectors. some day 
would open purses wide for any- 
thing connected with Hawthorne. 
She wrote to his folks, and the 
letter itself is a prized item in-the 
sale, that “the day willl come when 
there will be a pilgrimage for the 
thread of a shirt whi Nathaniel 
wore in babyhood, for the truly 
great are known and acqnowledged 
at last.”’

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STONE LAYING FOR 
NEW GIVENS HALL 


Donor of $300,000 Build- 
ing , for School of Archi- 
tecture Makes Brief Ex- 
pression of Pleasure. 


The corner stone of Givens Hall, 
which will. house the School of 
Architecture of Washington Uni- 
versity, was laid yesterday morning 
with a brief speaking ceremony. 
The impressive $300,000 building 
of gray stone is expected to be 
ready for occupancy next Septem- 


ber. 


One of the addresses was by Jo- 


seph G. Givens, retired architect 
and contractor, whose unexpected 
gift of $850,000 to the university 


a year ago made the structure pos- 
sible. His contribution provided 
also endowments for maintenance 
of this building and of the uni- 
versity and a nucleus for a fund 
for architectural scholarships. 
The building, to be called Joseph 
W. and Kate Abbey Givens Hall, in 
memory of the donor’s parents, is 
at the southeastern corner of the 
university campus on Forsythe 
boulevard, west of Skinker boule- 
vard. It matches the nearby School 
of Fine Arts, the gift of the late 
W. K. Bixby, and eventually the 
two buildings: will be linked by a 
museum of fine arts, the university 
hopes. The elder Givens erected 
the university’s former buildings at 
Seventeenth street and Washington 
avenue. Jamieson & Spearl are the 
architects of Givens Hall. 

Givens Expresses Pleasure. 
Among the spectators yesterday 
were many of the 108 students of 
the school of architecture. Givens’ 
address was a brief expression of 
pleasure. His wife placed the cor- 
ner stone. The principal address 
was made by Louis La Beaume, 
architect, chairman of the nniversi- 
ty’s Advisory Committee on Fine 
Arts and president of the City Art 
Museum. He said, in part: 

“We in St. Louis who have 
watched with pride the growth of 
this great institution have had 
many occasions to  felicitate the 
board of directors, the faculty, the 
student body and our fellow citi- 
zens on the sure and steady ex- 
pansion of the prestige of Wash. 
ington University. We have noted 
the strengthening of faculty after 
faculty, the erection of building 
after building, the enrichment of 
opportunity, both in the field of 
scholarship and spiritual inspira- 
tion, and.in the physical conven- 
iences and improved paraphernalia 
of the students’ workshops which 
have characterized the progress of 
this great university. 

“This building will be called the 
school of architecture, and I know 
that the term architecture may 
connote in the minds of many 
some close affinity with the science 
of engineering. Architecture and 
engineering are, however, not at 
all the same thing. Science is 
man’s effort to unravel the riddle 
of physical forces, to weigh and 
measure the relationship of phys- 
ical elements, to estimate by pure 
reason the association between 
cause and effect. Art is man’s ef- 
fort to relate himself with the 
world of his environment, both 
spiritual and physical. We do not 
think of art as concerned with 
quantity, with size, weight, depth, 
height, distance or time. Art has 
to do with quality, with some finer 
or inner symptom of substance. 
Art results from the interposition 
of a human personality between an 
object or an idea contemplated and 
the conscious core of that person- 
ality. 

Architecture Oldest Art. 

“Of all the arts in the human 
curriculum, the art of architec- 
ture is perhaps the oldest, the most 
far reaching, the most ubiquitous. 
None of us can escape its implica- 
tions or its influence for good or 
ill. We may be deaf to music, 
blind to poetry or painting, oblivi- 
ous to sculpture, but we cannot 
shut our eyes to the architecture 
around us. We are confronted by 
the work of the architects, noble 
or ignoble, at every turn. We live 
and die in buildings, work in them, 
worship in them, feel the esthetic 
impact of them when we look out 
of our windows or venture abroad 
in the streets.” 

To the architectural students, 
La Beaume said:

But after Missouri went into the 
lead, it was a fighting and at times 
dangerous Oklahoma eleven that 
carried the battle. In the final 
period, the Sooners unleashed a 
furious aerial attack which threw a 
scare into the Missourians, and 
nearly resulted in a ‘tie. 

Fumbles Costly. 

The first costly Oklahoma fum- 
ble paved the way for the Missouri 
touchdown, and the second halted 
a Sooner attack after Capt. Guy 
Warren had taken the ball to the 
Missouri one-foot line late in the 
final period. 

With the victory, the Tigers 
passed up the Sooners in the Big 
Six Conference race, capturing 
fourth place in taking their first 
conference game of the season. 

Ab Walker, Sooner quarterback, 
fumbled Karl _Johanningmelier’s 
opening kick-off on the Oklahoma 
25-yard line, and Bittner recovered 
for Missouri. After Johanning- 
meier lost two yards, Stuber made 
first down on two plays, but the 
Sooner forward wall held on three 
attempted Missouri attempts to 
pierce it, and then Stuber tossed to 
Bittner for the touchdown hardly 
before the players had warmed up. 

But the Sooners were not dis- 
heartened.

Kansas University’s corn-fed 


Jayhawkers were too big, too 
strong, too fast and too smart for 
the Bears of Washington Univer- 
sity yesterday afternoon, Coach Al 
Sharpe’s gallant band of class 
room athletes fought courageous- 
ly against the powerful underdogs 
of the Big Six Conference at Fran- 
cis Field. It was Home Coming day 
and although not.many of the old 
grads “came home” there were 
3000 friends in the stands and the 
Bears tried, oh, so hard,- to give 
the crowd something to cheer 
about. But it was a_ losing fight 
they fought and the Jayhawkers 
pounded them, mauled them, 
tricked them and defeated them, 
28 to 0. : 

Only stubborn gameness.  en- 
abled the Bears to hold the Jay- 
hawkers to four touchdowns. They 
were outweighed 15 or 20 pounds 
to the man in the line. and the 
broad-shouldered dashing Kansas 
ball carriers made the Washington 
backfield look at times like a 
quartet of jockeys. 

Even when Washington flesh 
wearied and Coach Sharpe had to 
send in replacements as a matter 
of necessity, the Bears fought on. 
During a late stretch of the game 
three light quarterbacks—Tyrell. 
Hardin and Cochrane, were in the 
Bear backfield. But even then the 
ripping corn-fed bruisers were un- 
able to chalk up the touchdowns 
that their physical superiority 
would have justified. 

Bears Make 4 First Downs. 

In one quarter—the third—the 
Bears actually outplayed the Jay- 
hawkers, but despite that short pe- 
riod of supremacy the Jayhawk- 
ers. had all.the better of the con- 
test. Try as they did, the Bears 
could register only four first 
downs, while the _ Jayhawkers 
cracked the line, skirted the ends 
and tossed forward passes to make 
the lineman's chain slither along 
the sideline 16 times. - 

Coach Sharpe has been handi- 
capped all year by. the lack of ex- 
perienced grjdiron warriors. Sopho- 
mores who Bhould ‘be still learning 
the fundamentals in scrimmage and 
from the bench, have been forced 
into the Bear lineup ‘as regulars. 
And it was this inexperience that

Miss Florence Hale Suggests 
to Missouri Association 
That Some Old Methods 
Are Still Good.

Sweeping changes in the admin- 
istration of high schools “to get 
them out of the idea they are col- 
leges’’ were proposed by Dr. Eéd- | 
win C. Broome, superintendent of 
Philadelphia public schools, in an 
address before a general session 
of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association at Hotel Jefferson yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Broome spoke on the same 
program with Miss Florence Hale, 
president of the National Educa- 
tion Association, and the meeting 
was the final one in the four-day 
convention of the teachers’ associa- 
tion which began last Wednesday, 
The attendance at the convention 
was more than 10,900. 

Among Dr. Broome’s suggestions 
on “how to make the high school 
a part of the public school sys- 
tem” were proposals to require 
elementary school experience of all | 
high schoo! principals and teachers 
and to pay the same salaries for 
teachers in both schools. 

He suggested in addition that | 
interscholastic athletics be elimi- | 
nated, high school  fraterrrities | 
abolished, high school commence- 
ments discontinued, and the fresh- 
man, sophomore, junior and senior 
classifications be destroyed. 

“We ought to start preparing 
high school students for manhood 
and womanhood rather than for 
college entrance,’ Dr. Broome said. 
“The nearer we can get school 
to life the nearer we can equip 
children to be good citizens in the 
next generation. To that end 
there should be no marks, grades 
or formal class promotions, for life 
is not like that. I have no sym- 
pathy for formal things that have

Miss Hale, who was presented as | 
“the first lady of education in the | 
United States,” spoke on “Antiques 
in Education.” She warned the 
teachers that in advocating pro- 
gressive methods they should not 
cease to recognize that many teach- 
ings and methods of past genera- 
tions were greatly effective. 

“Wise teachers have always seen 
material that is worth while in. 
students and have cared enough | 
about it to bring out strength and | 
beauty of character,” Miss Hale | 
said. She called attention to old- 
fashioned discipline. oral reading, 
mastery of literature and “belief 
in the eternal verities” as factors 
of past education that must not be 
Overlooked today.

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NATIONAL HOME SAVINGS DAY 
SET BY REAL ESTATE MEN 


Aid to Be Given Dec. 1 to Prospective House 
Owners Whose Problem Is Making of 
| Initial Payment. 


The Board of Directors of the 


National Association of Real Estate 
Boards deliberated for many hours 
in Chicago recently on the current 
problems of America’s home-own- 
ing families. 

The most important action was 
the resolution approving the cre- 
ation of a Federal Mortgage Bank 
for the rediscount of urban resi- 
dential mortgages. Only two votes 
were cast against the resolution 
which was forwarded immediately 
to President Hoover, who had in- 
dicated that such a bank might 
handle frozen realty credits that 
are clogging activity, in the busi- 
ness world. Hoover announced 
late Friday he would ask Congress 
to set up a dozen home loan dis- 
count banks, capitalized at about 
$150,000,000, but capable of ad- 
vancing 12 times that amount to in- 
stitutions dealing in small mortgage 
loans. 

The resolution was the first 
official action by the Association 
Board since it authorized a study 
of the possibilities of the mortgage 
bank plan at its Baltimore con- 
vention last May. A second reso- 
lution commended Association 
President Harry 8S. Kissell for his 
work on behalf of the bank plan 
with the Hoover Committee on 
Home Building and Home Own- 
ing. 

The Board studied the matter of 
the initial payment that is often 
a problem to the family in the 
low income group, and set aside 
Tuesday, Dec. 1, as National Home 
Savings Day when real estate men 
and others will seek to aid prospec- 
tive home owners by providing 


savings guides. It was suggested 
that this day might be made an 
annual event. 

._ The situation of the home own- 
er’s facing whatever may be the 
balance of the depression was con- 
sidered by the board and a resolu- 
tion was passed appealing to em- 
ployers to give preference, when 
possible, to workers who have ac- 
quired their own homes. 

The board sought also to widen 
the market for real estate mort- 
gages. By resolution the attention 
of fire and casualty companies 
was called to the fact that the ma- 
jor part of their business is ob- 
tained from the realty field, and 
these companies were urged to in- 
vest their funds in real estate 
mortgages. 


Simeon E. Lelan? outlined a pro- 
gram of 32 possible measures for 
relief af the real estate tax pay- 
er. Prof.’ Leland has been work- 
ing. with a staff of assistants, at 
th University of Chicago, for the 
last year. 

The directors also heard from 
Andrew L. Moore, Pontiac, Mich., 
Chairman-elect of the National 
Property Owners’ Division, who 
stated that “tax action” this year 
must follow the association's pro- 
gram of making the public tax- 
conscious of enlisting private prop- 
erty owners in the local real estate 
boards.

eee A National Theate 
| By Channing Pollock 


AM 51 years old, and, with good 
| luck, I should have about 14 

more years in the theater. I 
am more in love with my job today 
than ever. I never take a vacation. 
A vacation is something you take 
to get away from what you don't 
like doing. I like writing for the 
theater more than anything else ‘n 
the world. I want to do. keener, 
better, more subtle plays. 

There were never any theater 
people in my fanilly. My father 
was an editor. My mother was al- 
ways stage-struck, but there were 
no actors or dramatists in the Pol- 
lock family, and no money for the- 
ater tickets lying loose around the 
house. Yet as long as I remember 
I wanted to write plays. We were 
in Prague for a while when I was 
a child, and there, at the age of 5, 
I wrote my first play. My father 
showed it to a professor who smiled 
sadly and told him that I had bet- 
ter forget all about such things. 
This learned gentlh-man has since 


translated seven of my plays for 
Czecho-Slovakia. 
Training for the theater? Not 


much. No formal education after 
the eighth grade. Hustling for a 
living since I was 14. I fought in 


a revolution in Central America. I 
worked as a dockhand in.New York 
City. I often almost starved. Fin- 
ally, after throwing up a dramatic 
critic’s job in Washington, I landed 
a place as press agent for a big 
theater corporation and started to 
write plays. I had four plays run- 
ning on Broadway and yet I clung 
to my job. I had to. The theater 
was never sure, and I had several 
persons dependent on me. In those 
days I wrote fast. I did “In the 
Bishop’s Carriage” !n four sittings, 
one act each Sunday afternoon for 
a month. 

* 


Y first play was a dramatiza- 
Mees of “The Pit,’”” by Frank 
Norris. The book had been @ 
success; the play was, too. I 
thought I had arrived but I was 
soon to learn the meaning of a 
“flop.” I have had many, yet 
some real successes, too, such as 
“The Little Gray Lady,” “Such a 
Little Queen,” “The Sign on ‘he 
Door” and then “The Fool.” 
“When “The Fool” first opened 
the critics said: “This is a play 
for the churches. It will last 
about two weeks on Broadway.” 
Even the cutrate ticket offices were 
skeptical and wouldn’t buy. I 
said, “All right, I’m willing to have 
the churches like my play. Must 
a thing necessarily be bad drama 


because it causes decent reac- 
tions?” “The Fool” is still »eing 
played. It has been produced all 
over the world. [I got a prompt 
copy recently from Shanghai, 
China. I figure that over 100,- 
000,000. people have seen it on 


stage and screen. There were five 
companies playing it in America 


Ruth Chatterton in “Once a Lady,” 
at the Ambassador Theater, 


-that their audiences will 


at one time. Did that prove it 
was bad drama? And yet it was 
badly raked by the critics, who 
seem to object when I attempt any 
sort of uplift in the theater. 
o - ~ 

HIS brings me to what I feel 
T avout the theater at present. 

Why can’t people leading- com- 
monplace lives be just as dra- 
matic as gangsters and crooks? 
Isn't there just as great drama in 
making your income do as in rob- 
bing somebody else’s safe? In 
Burns Mantle’s list of plays that 
have run 500 nights and over ‘here 
isn’t one degenerate or crook play. 
Doesn't that meayg anything? 

And why, if we really want to 


‘fight the rivalry of the movies, 


don't we see that there is only 
one way to do it? The theaters 
will have to be divided into two 
classes as in Germany. The larger 
theaters which cater to vast audi- 
ences with blatant or moronic plays 
will inevitably be turned over to 
the films. Let them. But the others, 
the smaller ones; let them realize 
become 
more and more selective, choice, 
analytical, And let us recognize 
also the increasing power of the 
Little Theater, which will ultimate- 
ly have its central office and pro- 
ducing theater in New York City. 
A play tried out there, written 
especially with Little Theaters in 
mind, could be booked at once for 
500 other little playhouses 
throughout the United States. They 
are growing in power, magically. 
I foresee the time when a New 
York verdict will no longer make 
a play or-an actor. Emporia, 
Kan., knows what it wants just as 
well as New York. Why not have 
plays coming from all over the 
country, approved by other audi- 
ences than New York's? This 
would be one way to develop a na- 
tional drama.

Studio rain is controllable. It rains or stops raining as required 
by the story and as directed by the director. No real rain storm 
can be expected to approach that in convenience, 

Likewise studio rain can be governed as to volume and direc- 
tion, and it is not accompanied by thunder and lightning, hail or too 
much wind. 

Real rain can’t be harnessed for pictures. So rain won't do for 
rain sequences and the scenes which demanded it in “The Road to 
Singapore”’ had to await clear days.

T IS the theory of F. W. Radler, a European 

armed with a camera, that St. Louisans never take 

time to look at their own city. He found to his 

astonishment that many of them regard it as an 

ugly city. They rush off to the Italian lakes or 

the California coast for beauty, returning only to 
bemoan the commercial ugliness of their home. 

Radler stalked St. Louis from various angles. An experi- 
enced photographer, he saw the city from a new perspective. 
Through the trees of Forest Park, down a long vista, he 
caught the sudden looming bulk of the Washington University 
medical buildings, and the result {s a photograph that would 
surprise the average St. Louisan who rushes by to office or 
home. 

As the photographs on this page show, Radler has caught 
the city in many moods. Sometimes cold and hard, looking 
down a lead, gray stretch of river towards the Free Bridge, 
with a gray, cold sky above. That is in striking contrast to 
the soft Italianate day that prevails in his impressions of 
Forest Park. There is a photograph looking across a new 
viaduct that has all the dramatic quality that Missouri’s thun- 
derstorms impart to town and country. 

For most of his life Radler has been a photographer. First 
he was an amateur. That was in the small state of Transyl- 
vania, before the war a part of Hungary. Rad- 
ler comes of an old and distinguished family. 
The ancestral home is at Schaessburg. There. 

as a young man, Comissar 
of his province, he took 
Inany photographs. It was 
un unusual hobby then and 
an expensive one. 

The photographs which 
he has brought with him 
from Transylvania show 
that even at that time he 
did not really belong to the

The war ruined Radler’s family fortune. Transylvania, along 
with other sections of Hungary, was parceled out to Rumania. 
Radler’s mother came to this country to join relatives in Cin- 
cinnati, and in 1925 he followed her there. 

There was little time for his hobby, since he was too busy 
earning his living in a variety of ways—as a tailor, in a 
bakery. He didn’t care for this kind of work, but he was 
glad to be away from his troubled native land. 

In 1927 he came to St. Louls. But it was not until a year 
ago that he found much leisure to use his camera. In some 
three years he has come to know St. Louis rather well. Per- 
haps his success results from this patience. To get just the 
perspective and just the light that he wants he often waits for 
days. In the past year he has obtained 20-odd views of the 
city that to many St. Louisans will be strikingly new. There 
are other views which he has tried for a long time to get. 

Radler has what is essential to an artist, whether in oils 
or photography—a sense of design. That is why so many of 
his pictures appear unusual to persons who have lived in St. 
Louis a lifetime. The photo of Washington University on this 
page is an example. Three Lombardy poplars form one side 
of a striking frame. 

Radler’s work with the camera has at last brought him 
recognition. His pictures are to be exploited commercially 
as postal cards. And 12 views have been used 
on a calendar which is to be sold by the unem- 
ployed this winter. An exhibit of Radler’s work 
is to open the art room of 
the Public Library on No- 
vember 26. 

Of course, Radler is real- 
ly no longer a foreign pho- 
tographer. He has decided 
to make St. Louis his home.

This information made it 
appear that Smith’s financial affairs 
might be in such shape as to cause him 
to resort to desperate measures to get 
money.

Pauline Shaw, 21 years 
old. He used the name of 
Mac Jay Smith, and said 
he was a wealthy land 
Owner. Apparently, his 
identity was not suspect- 
ed, but his courtship had 
its difficulties. Mrs. Mae 
Clayton, foster 
mother of Miss 
Shaw, didn’t like 
him — suspected 
he was engaged 
in some sort of 
criminal activity. 
She pleaded with 
the girl not to 
marry him. 

But Miss Shaw 
chose to rely on 
her own judg- 
ment and mar- 
ried Smith. For 
their wedding 
trip they drove 
through Kansas 
and Oklahoma, 
where Smith said his land was situat- 
ed. Late in April Smith and his il- 
legal wife had a quarrel, and he told 


her he had a legal wife in Iowa. She 
left him immediately. 
Not long afterward, Mrs. Smith 


learned of her husband’s romantic es- 
capade. He got word to her and they 
met on a road near Fremont, Nebras- 
ka, June 19. He told her then of his 
bigamous marriage, but said, she re- 
lated, that he did it because he 
thought it would help shield his iden- 
tity. He assured his wife that he 
loved her. “I. forgave him,’ Mrs. 
Smith told officers, ‘‘because I knew 
he loved me and no one else.” 


T THAT meeting, according to 
A the account she gave later, she 
avd her husband decided that 
he would have to come out of hid- 
ing, as she and their son were al- 
most in want. It was decided he would 
tell authorities he had been struck on 
ithe head and abducted the night his 
truck was found on fire, and remem- 
bered little that had happened since. 
A few days later a man was found 
Hound and gagged beside a road near 
Garner, lowa. He was identified as 
John M. Smith, missing insecticide 
manufacturer, and he told an incoher- 
ent story of having been kidnaped, 
kept in a basement and finally thrown 
from an automobile. 

Smith was arrested and taken to Des 
Moines. There, at the State Bureau of 
Investigation, he was reunited with his 
wife and son. Mrs. Smith threw her 
arms about her husband and kissed 
him. She urged him to tell more 
about his disappearance, but he had 
taken refuge in silence and declined 
to give further explanations. 

Formal charges of defrauding and 
attempting to defraud insurance com- 
panies were placed against Smith, and 
he was indicted. Mrs. Smith also was

indicted as a participant. Miss Shaw 
soon appeared and identified Smith 
as the man who had married her. She 
had seen his picture in a paper after 
he had been found beside the road. 

When Miss Shaw confronted him, 
Smith merely said, “Hello, Pauline.’ 
When she asked him why he had de- 
ceived her, he made -no answer. A 
bigamy charge was placed against him 
at Elgin. 

A short time ago Mrs. Smith aban. 
doned her contention that she had 
taken no part in the plot charged to 
her husband, and made a confession. 
She said she knew of his scheme to put 
a corpse in his truck, set the machine 
afire and disappear, to make it appear 
that he had been burned to death. 


HEY had planned that she 

would collect the insurance, and 

after a year or two they would 

be reunited and live some place far 

from Perry. With a nice ‘‘stake’’ pro- 

vided by the insurance, they would 
start life anew. 

The wife declared that fear of her 
husband caused her to agree to the 
plan. She said he threatened to kill 
her if she didn’t help him. 

After her release from jail on bond, 
Mrs. Smith went to work in a canning 
factory in Perry. She has friends who 
believe she is a victim of circum- 
stances and who are trying to help 
her. Before her marriage Mrs. Smith 
was considered one of the prettiest 
girls in Perry. 

Attorneys for Smith pleaded insan- 
ity. His actions since his arrest had 
been, in general, such as to support 
this contention. He had apparently 
failed to recognize friends, sometimes 
he seemed not to recognize his wife. 
In conversation he frequently turned 
erratically from the subject. 

Two alienists were selected to make 
an examination as to Smith’s sanity. 
The alienists gave the opinion that 
Smith was insane, although capable of 
employing energy and skill in carrying 
out both legitimate and criminal activ- 
ities. They believed Smith was insane 
when he ran for Governor. They men- 
tioned a head injury he had suffered 
in a railroad wreck in 1913. 

With this testimony before it, a jury 
not long ago quickly decided that 
Smith was insane and the court or- 
dered him placed in the men’s reform- 
atory at Anamosa, lowa, as criminally 
insane, stipulating that if he regained 
his sanity he should be returned to 
Dallas County, in which Perry is sit- 
uated, for trial. 

So the Smith disappearance mystery 
has been cleared up—all but one phase 
of it. Smith has never disclosed where 
he got the body which was found in 
the burning truck. Hospitals, medical 
schools and undertakers of this re- 
gion have been canvassed. Cemeteries 
for miles around Perry have been 
searched for evidence of a rifled cof- 
fin, but without result.

Schools and three assistant superin- 
tendents, who frown and frown and 
frown. But the teachers don’t care. 
They behave like a room full of angry 
children. 

It takes a great deal to push a 
teacher that far. They’ve been on the 
side of law and order, of quiet, re- 
spectable behavior, for a long time. 
The public school teachers of Chicago 
are still on that side—they opposed a 
strike. But the teachers here haven't 
been paid for seven months, and seven 
months is a long time to go without 
pay. The teachers are saying now 
that if they don’t get most of the 
balance of their back pay before the 
first of the year, the schools will in- 
evitably close. 

And it won't be because of a teach- 
ers’ strike. It will be, they say grim- 
ly, because it will be a physical im- 
possibility to go on any longer. Re. 
cently a kindergarten teacher fainted 
in her classroom-—she had had virtu- 
ally no food for four days. A man- 
ual training teacher, father of three 
children, collapsed from the strain of 
worry. In addition to no pay, 50 per 
cent of the teachers, by conservative 
estimate, have suffered from bank 
failures. 

Perhaps by the time this appears in 
print they wil have received a part 
of the $12,400,000 that is still due 
them. But it will be almost too late, 
the leaders say. The money will be 
tossed into the abyse of debt that has 
been accumulated, and there will still 
be the problem of living from day to 
day. 

, Everyone concedes that School 
Board finances are in an awful mess. 
The board is still dominated to a cer- 
tain degree by a majority appointed 
by Big Bill Thompson when he was 
This majority has opposed 
any action suggested by Mayor Cer- 
mak. The bankers form a* third fac- 
tion. It is said that they want to dic- 
tate School Board expenditures, that 
they demand that all graft and ex- 
travagance be eliminated before they 
finance the schools ‘further. These 
three forces are deadlocked somewhere 
in the muddle. 

The real reason why there is no 
money goes back much further. In the 
past 10 years Chicago has endured, 
with some show of patience, two re- 
assessments of property for taxation 
purposes. At the conclusion of both 
there were violent charges and coun- 
ter charges of graft, favoritism, injus- 
tice and misrepresentation. Associa- 
tions were formed to fight the new 
property Taxpayers banded

And long before this there had been 
appalling graft in connection with the 
collection of taxes. An example will 
illustrate. The writer talked to 4 
taxpayer who owns a_ co-operative 
apartment, a car, a piano, a radio and 
various furnishings. His personal prop- 
erty and real estate tax was about $65. 


NE year a young man came to 
()» door, represented himself as 

connected with the tax bureau 
and said for $10 he would see that that 
household would never again be both. 
ered by property taxes. ‘You're a suck- 
er if you pay taxes,’’ was the young 
man's argument. It was only $10. It 
was worth while as an experiment. 
The young man took the money. Not 
even so much as a blank form for 
making the personal property return 
ever came to that door again. 

This is believed to have occurred in 
thousands of cases, large and small. 
Then there were the office holders 
and petty pwliticians and hangers-on, 
who, under such a system, naturally 
paid no tax Among respectable citi- 
zens during the past three or four 
years there has been literally a tax 
strike. The final result is that from 
$5 to 40 per cent of the taxes now 
due are delinquent. 

In April of 1929 the president of 
the School Board announced that the 
schools were broke and would have to 
close. Taxes were not coming in and, 
therefore, the bankers did not care to 
buy the tax anticipation warrants 
which have always been the source of 
the board’s money. That is to say, 
for example, taxes for 1930 cannot be 
collected until December 1, 1931, but 
these taxes are sold to the banks a 
year or more in advance by means of 
anticipation warrants. The Chicago 
hanks were loaded with these war- 
rants and the board did not have 
enough tax money to take them up.

as frozen as a $5000 mortgage on a 
farm which has shrunk to almost 
nothing in value. So the schools 
would have to close. 

But this would be a calamity and a 
disgrace to Chicago, the bankers 
thought, so they kept them running 
for a year longer. Then they refused 
to put out another penny. New York 
bankers weren't interested in advanc. 
ing a loan. There was no money for 
school salaries. The ghost did not 
walk for the last two weeks in April, 
and the teachers began to worry. May 
went by. When vacation came in June, 
the president of the School Board was 
still hoping to scare up salaries with- 
in a few days, or weeks, from some- 
where. 


HE hot summer dragged on and 
there was still no money. Teach- 
ers worked at the customary 
summer school activities through July 
and August and $250,000 more Was 
added to the debt. September added 
another $3,600,000 payroll and Octo- 
ber another. Early in the fall it ap- 
peared that the public was not con- 
cerned. Money was found for the city 
hall employes, in the same plight for 


a time, and the teachers would go on 


teaching, content to get their pay some 
day, perhaps. 

The public and the School Board 
were in for a rude surprise. Those 
quiet ladies who taught their children 
were not going to take it calmly on 
the chin. They already had two or- 
ganizations, the Chicago Teachers’ 
Federation and the teachers’ unions, 
which consist of several locals, affili- 
ated with the American Federation of 
Labor. They went into action—un- 
fortunately in oppo- 
site directions. 

A majority, in- 
cluding the union 
group, demanded 
that pay certificates 
—scrip——be issued 
in lieu of their 
pay. This was 
strongly opposed by 
the Federation, led 
by Mary Abbe and 
Margaret Haley. At 
last the board voted 
to issue scrip, which 
the teacher could 
take if she chose. 
This decision was 
reached in July. On 
October 1. Circuit 
Judge Finnegan in- 
dicated, following a 
suit brought by the 
Federation, that he 
would forbid the is- 
suance of _ acrip; 
about 75 per cent of 
the teachers had 
taken the _ school 
board’s paper mon- 
ey. Since then the 
teachers haven't had 
the consolation of 
ereeo engraved slips.

While the scrip fell far short of cash no longer carry his loans. 
as a medium of exchange, many of the 
teachers think it was better than noth- 
ing. It could be used to pay light and 
gas bills, and in two or three reputa- 
ble stores, if not more than 30 per 
cent in change was involved. That is, 
out of a $10 scrip certificate, $7 must 
go into purchases and $3 can be re- 
turned in change. est. 

But there were few stores that went 
even this far. Representatives of 
teacher groups called on all the big 
State street merchants and pleaded for 
the validity of scrip. Most of them 
were evasive. One man frankly told 
them that his banker had forbidden 
him to accept more than a negligible 
amount of the scrip. If he took more 
than that amount, his banker would

At once scrip speculators sprang up 
who would give cash for the scrip on 
the basis of a 20 to 30 per cent dis- 
But there were not many of 
A great many teachers, how- 
ever, have become inyolved during the 
last six months with loan firms which 
charge 3% per cent a month inter- 
‘‘Easy credit’ stores throughout 
the city encouraged the teachers to 
buy clothes, either taking scrip at a 
discount or carrying their accounts 
The catch was that 
prices were high and merchandise in- 
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month, hoping, like the teachers, that 
the School Board would find some 
money. In most cases credit now is at 
an end. The landlord and the grocer 
can't carry the teachers any longer. 

I looked over several thousand ques- 
tionnaires which the teachers’ unions 
had sent out to all teachers in an ef- 
fort. to determine just how close they 
were to being dead broke. While no 
statistics had been taken from these 
questionnaires, even a brief glance at 
them showed that for most of them 
the end is in sight. And, according 
to Miss Agnes Clohesy, president of 
the Elementary Teachers’ Union, the 
answers need to be discounted very lit- 
tle for exaggeration. 


‘NE of the questions asked was: 
() 10. much longer do you think 

you can maintain your present 
standard of living.”’ ‘‘At an end now,” 
several wrote, Others said two weeks, 
a month, ‘‘Not much longer.”’ The 
questionnaires showed that insurance 
“7 had lapsed, investments had 
been forfeited and houses surrendered 
at the loss of years of savings. A 
number of the questionnaires indicated 
loss both from bank failure and from 
bonds which had defaulted. 

Another question was: ‘‘Have you 
exhausted all possibflities of borrow- 
ing and credit?’’' Roughly computed, 
a majority answered ‘Yes.’ ‘‘What

some say it was disappointment at his 
failure to find it that was mainly re- 
sponsible for his death. But whether 
he may or may not be counted as one 
of the Lost Dutchman victims, his 
passing contributed one of the inmost 
interesting chapters in the history of 
the mine and the numerous ill-fated 
attempts to find it. For on his death- 
bed Holmes told a story, a story he 
had kept secret for 40 years while he 
searched vear in and year out for the 
mine. It was a story that old Jacob 
Walz, the “Dutchman,” had told bim 
when old Jake was on his deathbed in 
the winter of 1891-2. Organization of 
the mine-hunting expedition now abou! 
to set out was the ultimate result of 
this double deathbed narrative. 

When old Jake lay dying he sent his 
Negro nurse out for a doctor one day, 
Holmes related, and on the way past 
his house she stopped in and asked 
Holmes if he would go over and sit 
awhile with the sick man. 


OLMES went over and found 
H Walz in a critical condition, 

but unusually eager to talk. 
Holmes sat down to listen to him. 
Presently Walz reached under the bed, 
got out a small box and displayed its 
contents. It contained gold nuggets 
which Holmes estimated to be worth 
$5000. Walz told him he got the nug- 
gets, with no trouble at all, from a 
mine in Superstition Mountain, the 
principal peak of the Superstition 
range, and that ‘‘there is enough free 
gold there to make millionaires of 21) 
men.’’ 

Walz then told Holmes the story of 
how he found the rich vein of gold, 
and Holmes, on his own deathbed 40 
years later, retold it substantially as 
follows: 

It was in the early ‘seventies and 
the country was infested with roving 
bands of Apache Indians. Walz, a 
German immigrant, had been employed 
in the old Silver King Mine, near the 
present mining town of Superior, Ari- 
zona. One day he set out to journey 
on foot to Fort’: McDowell and in the 
course of the journey started to make 
a short cut across the Superstition 
range. Near Superstition Mountain he 
was sighted and pursued by Apaches. 

Jacob Walz, it happened, had been 
in the Apache country long enough to 
know what to do in such emergencies. 
He dodged behind rocks, firing a shot 
now and then, keeping the Indians at 
a distance and retreating slowly. In 
this way he held them off until night- 
fall, when he crept away and escaped. 
He traveled many miles during the 
night and shook the savages off en- 
tirely, but he found at daybreak he 
had lost his way among the rocks and 
cliffs and was facing a slow death from 
thirst. He started walking in a big 
circle, hoping to come upon some land- 
mark or trail, and eventually he did 
find some old tracks which he sup- 
posed had been made by Indians. 
Rather than die of thirst, however, he 
elected to follow the trail, even if it 
should lead him into an Indian camp. 

But the tracks didn't lead him into 
an Indian camp.

From that time on, Walz redoubled 
his caution. He removed .all surface 
traces of his shaft, put timbers across 
the entrance and covered these with 
rocks and soil to conform to the ap- 
pearance of the surrounding terrain. 
Then he took a last pouch of nuggets 
and made his way back to Phoenix by

The Mexicans took him 
in, gave him food and 
water and allowed him 
to inspect their mine. 
This mine was a sight to see. It was 
a bonanza, with gold nuggets in fab- 
ulous quantities. The spectacle fairly 
crazed old Jacob Walz and aroused all 
his prospector’s greed. He determined 
then and there to have that mine for 
himself. So he repaid the Mexicans 
for their hospitality by shooting all 
three to death. 


ITH this triple murder was be- 
W gun a long succession of fatali- 
ties. Walz dropped the bodies 
of his victims in a deep ravine, where 
their skeletons were subsequently 
found, and went to Phoenix to outfit 
himself for working the mine. Common 
sense dictated that he should take a 
partner into this enterprise, for the 
hazards of mining alone in the Indian 
country were too great. This he was 
loath to do, but he finally compro. 
mised by sending back to Germany for 
his nearest living relative, a nephew. 
The nephew came and he and Walz 
made several secret trips to the mine, 
bringing back thousands of dollars 
worth of nuggets. But the greed of 
Jacob Walz again got the better of 
him, and he murdered his nephew. 
This murder took place at a camp 
near the present Mormon Flat Dam.

the murder of his nephew and shunned 
all human companionship. He lived 
in constant fear of being followed and 
never went back to his mine over the 
same trail twice. Often he was fol- 
lowed, but he invariably led his trail- 
ers far away from the mine, in the 
manner of a mother bird decoying ene- 
miea from her nest. At a safe distance 
from the bonanza, he would then al- 
low his pursuers to find him idly pros- 
pecting or trying to wash out gold 
from the sands of some dry fiver bed. 

But a few men did succeed in fol- 
lowing Jacob Walz to his mine. The 
place was located no less than three 
times after the German got possession 
of it. On one occasion two soldiers 
followed Walz to his diggings without 
allowing him to discover them until 
they arrived. They walked up on him 
one day while he was at work, and 
he promptly shot them dead. 

A prospector named John Phipps 
also located the mine, but before Walz 
could shoot him he was killed in a 
cave-in near Four Peaks, not far away, 
where he had gone to get his tools

buried in the same 
summer—nearly 40 years later. ‘ 

During the German's life, peopie 
spoke of his mysterious mine as the 
Dutchman. After his death it was 
referred to as the Lost Dutchman, and 
by this name it became famous all over 
the Southwest. So many tales have 
been told about it that it has almost 
become a legend, each locality adapt. 
ing the story to fit its own purposes. 
It is not uncommon, therefore, to hear 
of a Lost Dutchman mine in widely 
separated parts of Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and West Texas. But the real 
Lost Dutchman, if anybody wants to 
try to find it, is somewhere near 
Superstition Mountain. The searcher 
should go first to the picturesque crag 
now known as Weaver's Needle. This 
is the major landmark. From there 
he will have to get along as best he 
can, for the directions given by Jacob 
Walz are a bit vague. 

After Walz died, Holmes told his 
story except for those parts bearing on 
the mine's location, and then he put in 
22 solid vears trying to find the shaft 
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himself. But he finally gave it up. 
Walz had left no map, but had tried to 
give him verbal instructions enough to 
lead him to the spot. He had men- 
tioned numerous landmarks, but on 
trying to follow them Holmes found 
they had been badly jumbled. He 
finally decided Walz had followed so 
many different routes to the mine that 
he had become confused as to land- 
marks himself. Holmes expressed the 
opinion the mine never would be found 
until the timbers Walz put across the 
entrance had rotted away, allowing 
the rocks to cave in. This may mean 
a pretty long wait, for the Arizona air 
is dry and timbers don't rot very rap- 
idly. Indeed, cliff dweller ruins are 
found to contain perfectly preserved 
timbers estimated to be 2000 years 
old.

availing, however, there is still 

another avenue of approach, and 
it may be a better one. It goes 
back to the three Mexicans Jake 
Walz murdered and fliung into the 
ravine. Those Mexicans were em- 
ployes of one Don Pedro  Per- 
alta, whose family had inherited a 


large land grant, including Supersti- 
tion Mountain. And this Mexican fam- 
ily did possess a map. It is not known 
just what further attempts the family 
made to send workers to the mine and 
retrieve their lost treasure after it had 
been seized by Walz. But it is known 
that Adolf Ruth, who lost his life this 
summer, was following a trail charted 
by this same Mexican family. 
Ruth, a former Government 
ploye, had done some work in Mexico, 
and by some chance had rendered a 
service to this family. Suddenly he 
hastened back to Washington, closed 
up his personal affairs there and an- 
nounced that he was headed for Ari- 
zona. He had a map, he said, showing 
the location of an enormously rich 
gold mine in the Superstition Moun- 
tains. The Mexitéan family had given 
it to him, he said, with the explana- 
tion that the laws affecting gold min- 
ing and fear of death in those evil 
Superstition Mountains had discour- 
aged them from using it themselves. 
Ruth's friends and relatives laughed 
at his proposed quest for treasure and 
tried to dissuade him, but Adolf Ruth 
was convinced he had the key to the 
mnine’s location and would not give in. 
He outfitted himself and set off into 
the desert, daring even the intensely

HIS portrait, “The Reader.” by 
Manet, is the seventh of a series of 
masterpieces which are being prom- 
inently displayed at the City Aft 
Museum by Director Meyric Rog- 
ers. Each Week one of the muse- 
um's rarest treasures is placed in a 
special setting to the left of the entrance. Each 
masterpiece will be reproduced in the Sunday 
Magazine of the Post-Dispatch, with an account 
by museum authorities of its history. The 
complete series will serve as an ercellent guide 
to the most preciowg possessions of the city’s 
museum. The story of the portrait follows: 

It seems a little strange to us after contem- 
plating the various ‘‘isms’’ of modern art that 
this soberly toned, quietly composed picture 
should have been, with other works by the 
Same master, the center of a storm of violent 
criticism and dissension in the art circles of the 
1860's. But conventional as it now appears, it 
represented a notable departure in painting 
and Manet. although ably supported by critics 
like Zola and Duret, found himself frequently 
excluded from the academic exhibitions. In 
fact, this very painting was one of a group for 
which the artist was forced to erect his own 
wooden exhibition building following the re- 
jection of his work by the Universal Exhibi- 
tion of 1867. With it were shown ‘Le 
Dejeuner sur l’Herbe,’’ “Olympia and other 
masterpieces and the exhibit was the most im- 
portant collection of Manet’s work to be as- 
sembled until after his death. 

In the catalogue of this exhibition the artist 
stated in part: ‘‘M. Manet has always recog- 
nized talent wherever it appeared and claims 
neither to upset an old tradition nor to create 
anew one. He has always sought to be him- 
self and not someone else. Nowadays the art- 
ist does not say: ‘Come and see faultiess work, 
but ‘Come and see sincere work.’ ”’ 


The Seventh of a Series of Art Objects Being Given 
a Special Showing at the St. Louis Art Museum. 


In these words is found an important key 
to the understanding of ‘‘The Reader.’ Its 
broad, simple tones, its summary, almost 
sketchy indications of modeling, are the very 
personal expressions of an artist who has 
thrown off the shackles of conventional studio 
lighting and academic ‘‘finish’’ to present a liv- 
ing personage in natural, unaffected light. 

The subject, an elderly, bearded man, is 
shown in an attitude suggestive of concentra- 
tion. There is a strong feeling of mobility in 
the broadly painted face, the color and form 
of which are accented by contrast with the flat 
somber grays and gray browns of a summarily 
rendered coat and background. In both the 
face and the vigorously drawn hand the effect 
of daylight on flesh is heightened by model- 
ling with gray shadows. In its living repose, 
its quiet force and its broad, sure handling 
“The Reader’ represents the mature phase of 
Manet's work. It was probably executed in 
the years 1863-65, a period of brilliant crea- 
tive activity on Manet’s part. 


OURTICQ says: ‘‘Manet’s work seems 
I] essentially to be an endeavor to sub- 

stitute in painting the changing light 
of day for the artificial, manipulated light of 
the study.”’ In the struggle against artficial. 
ity which this involved, Manet cast out the 
golden fight of the old masters, the warm 
harmonies handed down from the Venetians, 
to paint in bold contrasts of black and broad 
flat grays. To make more complete the break 
with tradition, he rejectdi also the lyrica! 
and historical subjects of romanticism and 
substituted for them the living characters 
which he found ppon the boulevards and in 
the cafes of the Paris of his own day. And 
working thus, with free, vibrant strokes he 
imparted to such pictures as ‘‘The Reader’ a 
certain effect of atmosphere and verity of life 
and movement not before present in painting.

After some experimentation 
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in Public School No. 14, teachers 
have pronounced results little short of marvelous. 


Louls Jonas, who spent four 
years in Africa as an associate of 
Carl Akeley, celebrated big game 
hunter, is credited with originat- 
ing the idea. He and his brother, 
John, have for many years con- 
structed the animal models for 
the American Mugeum of Natural 
History, the Field Museum, the 
Philadelphia Museum and other 
such institutions. 


BSERVING the populasity 
()« museums with children 

and observing also the diffi- 
culty teachers encounter in con- 
ducting frequent class visits, the 
Jonas brothers hit upon the 
scheme for taking the museum to 
the school. The miniature models 
were decided upon in view of the 
obvious impossibility of supplying 
life-sized models. 

Teachers who have taken part 
in the experiment at Public 
School No. 14 are enthusiastic 
over the innovation. To begin 
with, they assert, pupils take far 
more interest in the subject when 
they can see and even handle spe- 
cimens mounted as they were 
when living in their native en- 
vironment. The models, mostl) 
of metal, are far more lifelik« 
than mere photographs. They are 
made with great care and skill by 
the same men who hunted the 
original specimens. In many cases 
the miniature models not only 
duplicate the animal groups of the 
museum, but also the lighting ar- 
rangements and native settings.

FTER a limited experimen- 
A« course with the models 

in their school, the pupils 
were invited to the Jonas studio 
and a test was held to determine 
how far they had advanced in 
their study of natural history 
since the use of the models ‘was 
begun. Not only were they able 
to identify every specimen with 
eage, but they pointed out vari- 
ous characteristics and habits of 
each anima! and answered ques- 
tions that ordinarily would have 
been beyond the depth of child- 
ren who had studied the subject 
only from books. 

An interesting psychological re- 
sult of this form of study was 
the readiness with which small 
children overcame their fear of 
animals. Most children fear anl- 
mals, especially wild animals, 
whether the beast is a living one 
or merely the skin of one mount. 
ed on a plaster cast in a muse 
um. After their studies with the 
miniature models, apparently, this 
fear disappears, for children who 
were previously very timid took 
great delight in climbing over the 
mounted specimens in the Jonas 
studio. Some put their heads in 
the lion’s mouth and several in- 
sisted on riding the zebra. 

In many respects the miniature 
models are superior to museum 
specimens for study. Handling 
the models themselves, the pupils 
get better acquainted with them.
